Trick  or  treat,  Bulletin  readers.  It's  a  Halloween  edition  of  your  daily 
newsletter,  complete  with  a  culture  war  over  peaceable  costumes,  a  new  NRA  tale 
about  the  spectre  of  a  Congressional  bump  stock  ban,  and  the  drumbeat  of  gunfire 
that  does  not  pause  for  holiday  revelry.  — Alex  Yablon,  reporter. 


1.  The  NRA’s  top  lobbyist  tells  gun  owners  a  scary  story  about 
bump  stocks 

Chris  Cox,  the  executive  director  of  the  NRA's  Institute  for  Legislative  Action,, 
claimed  in  an  intervieu  with  a  hardcore  gun  trainer  and  YouTube  personality  that 
the  group  stopped  the  imminent  passage  of  bipartisan  legislation  to  regulate 
gun  bump  stocks  earlier  this  month,  by  calling  for  the  ATF  rather  than  Congress, 
to  restrict  access  to  the  devices  thought  to  have  accelerated  the  Las  Vegas 
gunman's  bursts  of  deadly  fire. 

Cox's  quote,  referring  to  the  days  immediately  after  the  Las  Vegas  mass  shooting: 

“There  were  enough  votes  in  the  House  of  Representatives,  the  Republican 
pro-gun  House  of  Representatives,  to  pass  a  Feinstein-Curbelo  type  of  bill” 

curbing  bump  stocks. 

He  went  on  to  explain  that  the  NRA  released  its  statement  because  “we  needed  to 
slow  the  process  down,”  and  that  “we  are  strategically  working  to  make  sure  really 
bad  policy  doesn’t  become  law.” 

But  the  timeline  Cox  sketches  out  doesn’t  square  with  reality.  The  NRA  issued  its 
statement  decrying  any  legislative  approach  to  bump  stocks  on  October  5.  That’s 
the  same  day  Representatives  Carlos  Curbelo,  a  Republican,  and  Seth  Moulton,  a 
Democrat,  announced  their  intention  to  introduce  a  House  bill  banning  the  devices. 
The  text  of  the  proposal  wasn’t  even  public  until  October  10. 
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In  other  words,  it's  extremely  unlikely  that  there  was  a  firm  vote  count  on  a 
bump  stock  ban  when  the  NRA  made  its  announcement  —  because  the 
proposed  legislation  wasn't  even  filed  yet. 

The  setting  for  Cox’s  boast  of  political  clout  is  also  worth  noting.  He  was  being 
interviewed  by  James  Yeager,  a  firearms  trainer  and  known  for  aggressive  video 
rants.  In  2013,  Yeager  was  stripped  of  his  permit  to  carry  a  concealed  weapon  in 
Tennessee  after  he  threatened  to  “start  killing  people”  should  President  Barack 
Obama  issue  executive  actions  restricting  access  to  weapons. 

“If  that  happens,  it's  going  to  spark  a  civil  war,  and  I'll  be  glad  to  fire  the  first  shot,” 
Yeager  said  in  a  now-deleted  video. 

In  his  interview  with  Cox  at  NRA  headquarters,  Yeager  described  the  NRA  official 
as  “a  friend,"  adding  that  Cox  had  taken  one  of  his  firearm  classes. 

Cox  told  Yeager  that  when  gets  the  chance  to  go  shooting,  he  likes  to  do  so  “fast 
and  quiet,”  and  enjoys  using  fully  automatic  firearms  with  suppressors. 

Cox  claimed  that  a  bill  deregulating  suppressors,  or  silencers,  doesn't  yet  have  the 
votes  to  pass,  but  is  inching  in  that  direction.  Without  offering  specifics,  he  said  to 
expect  action  on  silencer  legislation  in  the  coming  weeks. 


2.  The  NRA  shames  couple  calling  for  gun-free  costumes 

The  group’s  culture  warmongering  was  on  full  display  in  a  recent  blog  post  on  an 
issue  of  central  importance  to  the  gun  rights  movement:  Halloween  attire. 

The  un-bylined  article  on  NRAILA.org  heaped  vitriol  on  Amanda  Hanig  and  Jordan 
Gillis,  a  Chapel  Hill,  North  Carolina,  couple  that  is  calling  for  local  parents  to 
choose  costumes  for  their  children  that  do  not  include  weapons.  “If  you  give  a  child 
a  gun  as  a  prop,  they  are  going  to  think  of  that  gun  as  a  toy.  And  guns  are  very 
dangerous;  they  are  not  toys,”  Gillis  told  a  local  news  station. 
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The  NRA  called  Hanig  and  Gillis  “busybody  parents”  and  “killjoys.” 


Psychological  research  on  a  phenomenon  called  the  “weapons  effect”  suggests 
Hanig  and  Gillis  have  a  point.  In  experimental  settings,  children  exposed  to 
firearms  in  entertainment  tend  to  behave  more  aggressively  when  they  get 
their  hands  on  a  real  weapon. 

Data  also  shows  that  guns  kill  nearly  1,300  American  children  a  year.  Many  of 
the  cases  involved  kids  who  access  an  adult's  gun  and  unintentionally  shoot 
themselves  or  another  person. 

Neither  Hanig  and  Gillis  nor  the  NRA  noted  another  danger  presented  by  toy  guns: 
they  can  confuse  police  officers  who  themselves  may  be  quick  on  the  trigger 
Tamir  Rice,  a  12-year-old  Cleveland  boy  shot  and  killed  by  police  in  2014,  was 
carrying  a  realistic  looking  toy  gun  in  a  park  when  a  bystander  called  the  police  on 
him. 


3.  Gunfire  erupted  at  several  Halloween  parties  over  the  weekend 

At  least  10  people  have  been  shot  at  Halloween  parties  across  the  country  since 
Friday,  four  of  them  fatally,  my  colleague  Jennifer  Mascia  notes. 

Early  Friday  morning  in  Edison,  New  Jersey,  two  men  in  their  early  20s  were  shot 
and  wounded  at  a  Halloween  party  at  a  hotel  banquet  hall.  The  event  was  hosted 
by  a  group  of  students  at  nearby  Rutgers  University.  The  gunman  remains  at  large. 

In  Westminster,  California,  a  man  was  killed  and  another  person  injured 
Saturday  morning  when  gunfire  broke  out  at  a  club. 

Ten  minutes  later  and  20  miles  away  in  Wilmington,  California,  Alex  Zepeda,  19,  a 
criminal  justice  major  at  California  State,  Fullerton,  was  fatally  shot  while 
walking  home  from  a  Halloween  party. 

In  Lake  Forest,  Illinois,  early  Sunday,  Shaft  Wilson,  Jr.,  19,  was  shot  to  death 
when  an  argument  broke  out  at  a  party  that  attracted  between  150  and  200  people. 
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Also  on  Sunday  morning:  Michael  McCloskey,  37,  was  killed  and  three  others 
were  wounded  when  a  man  dressed  as  Santa  Claus  opened  lire  at  a  costume 
party  at  a  home  in  Austin. 

The  suspected  gunman,  32-year-old  Randall  Gaston  Jones,  lived  at  the  home 
where  the  shooting  occurred.  He  was  reportedly  intoxicated  and  began  his 
rampage  after  revelers  advised  him  to  go  to  his  room.  As  dawn  broke,  he  went  to  a 
neighbor’s  home,  confessed  to  the  shooting,  placed  a  pistol  on  the  welcome  mat, 
and  waited  for  police.

Roll  Call:  As  GOP  passes  buck  on  bump  stocks,  ATF  pushes  back 

Efforts  to  ban  bump  stocks  have  come  to  a  screeching  halt,  with  the  Bureau  of  Alcohol,  Tobacco, 
Firearms  and  Explosives  once  again  indicating  it  does  not  have  the  authority  to  reclassify  and  regulate 
the  devices.  The  ATF  wrote  letters  in  2010  and  2013  explaining  how  current  laws  -  the  Gun  Control 
Act  (1968)  and  National  Firearms  Act  (1934)  -  do  not  provide  an  avenue  for  the  bureau  to  regulate  the 
gun  attachments,  which  enable  shooters  to  fire  semiautomatic  weapons  at  nearly  the  rate  of  automatic 
ones.  Four  years  later,  that  has  not  changed.  A  decade  has  gone  by  since  Congress  last  passed  a  gun 
law.

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CBS  News:  FBI:  Police  were  told  Sandy  Hook  shooter  threatened  to  kill  mom,  students 


Police  were  warned  that  the  Sandy  Hook  Elementary  School  shooter  had  threatened  to  kill  his  mother 
and  students  before  the  2012  massacre,  according  to  newly  revealed  FBI  documents.  The  agency  on 
Tuesday  released  more  than  1,500  pages  documents  on  the  investigation  into  the  mass  shooting  in 
Newtown,  Connecticut,  that  left  26  children  and  teachers  dead.  Many  of  the  documents  had  large 
sections  redacted  and  included  reports  by  agents  who  interviewed  people  about  shooter  Adam  Lanza, 
who  killed  himself  as  police  arrived  at  the  school.

Memphis  Commercial  Appeal:  Use  of  force  assessment  for  Memphis  police  stripped  from  DOJ 
memorandum 


An  agreement  between  the  U.S.  Department  of  Justice  and  the  Memphis  Police  Department  specifically 
mentioned  use  of  force  procedures,  training  about  bias  and  a  commitment  to  public  transparency,  but  in 
a  new  memorandum  that  language  is  gone.  The  new  memo  signed  this  month  replaces  the  agreement 
earlier  this  year  and  comes  after  the  DOJ's  announcement  in  September  of  changes  to  reform  initiatives 
with  local  law  enforcement  nationally.  Attorney  General  Jeff  Sessions  said  in  March  that  all  DOJ 
activities  would  be  reviewed.

Newsweek:  Police  heroes  from  Las  Vegas  shooting  are  being  denied  workers'  comp  bv  vague  laws 

A  couple  hundred  off-duty  police  officers  who  attended  a  Las  Vegas  music  festival  earlier  this  month 
embraced  their  law  enforcement  roles  when  a  shooter  opened  fire  on  concertgoers,  some  getting  injured 
in  the  process  -only  to  go  back  home  to  California  to  find  their  workers'  compensation  claims  denied. 
That's  because  California's  labor  code  indicates  that  public  agencies  must  pay  benefits  to  off-duty 
officers  hurt  while  they  are  involved  in  the  "protection  or  preservation  of  life  or  property,  or  the 
preservation  of  the  peace  anywhere  in  this  stale,"  but  makes  no  mention  of  out-of-state  incidents. 


OPIOIDS 


Washington  Post:  Wave  of  addiction  linked  to  fentanvl  worsens  as  drugs,  distribution,  evolve 

As  President  Trump  prepares  to  declare  the  opioid  epidemic  a  national  crisis,  the  law  enforcement 
community  is  racing  to  contain  the  spread  of  fentanyl,  which  has  largely  replaced  heroin  on  the  streets 
here  in  opioid-ravaged  New  England  and  is  increasingly  the  cause  of  fatal  overdoses  nationwide.  The 
drug  crisis  is  both  a  law  enforcement  issue  and  a  public  health  emergency,  a  decentralized  disaster  that 
authorities  under-stand  they  cannot  solve  with  handcuffs  and  prison  bars  alone.  Because  the  drug 
abusers  often  are  themselves  the  dealers,  the  localized  drug  networks  turn  police  work  into  a  game  of 
whack-a-mole.  (Note:  See  PERF's  new  opioids  report  for  information  about  what  police  chiefs  and 
sheriffs  can  do  to  reduce  opioid fatalities.)

Atlanta  Journal-Constitution:  Atlanta  officer  helped  talk  woman  off  interstate  overpass 

When  Atlanta  police  Officer  Lisa  McGhaw  got  the  call  about  a  suicidal  woman  at  an  overpass  near 
Moreland  Avenue,  she  rushed  straight  to  the  scene.  McGhaw  had  successfully  helped  another  person  in 
a  similar  situation  -  and  this  time  would  be  no  different.  McGhaw  credited  the  successful  negotiation  to 
her  crisis  intervention  training  which  helped  her  address  the  woman's  mental  health  issues. 


TRAFFIC  ENFORCEMENT 


New  York  Times:  Reading  this  while  walking?  In  Honolulu,  it  could  cost  you 

Honolulu  has  passed  a  law,  which  will  take  effect  Wednesday,  that  allows  the  police  to  fine  pedestrians 
up  to  $35  for  viewing  their  electronic  devices  while  crossing  streets  in  the  city  and  surrounding  county. 
Honolulu  is  thought  to  be  the  first  major  city  to  enact  such  a  ban.  In  the  United  States,  pedestrian  deaths 
in  2016  spiked  9  percent  from  the  year  before,  rising  to  5,987,  the  highest  toll  on  American  roads  since 
1990,  according  to  federal  data.  One  reason  may  be  the  shaip  rise  in  smartphone  use,  "a  frequent  source 
of  mental  and  visual  distraction"  for  both  drivers  and  walkers,  a  report  by  the  Governors  Highway 
Safety  Association  found.

Washington  Post:  Justice  Department  moves  to  end  routine  gag  orders  on  tech  firms 

The  Justice  Department  has  issued  new  guidelines  aimed  at  providing  more  transparency  around 
prosecutors'  secret  demands  for  customer  data  stored  on  tech  firms'  servers.  The  binding  guidance, 
approved  last  week  by  Deputy  Attorney  General  Rod  .1.  Rosenstein,  ends  the  routine  imposition  of  gag 
orders  barring  companies  from  telling  customers  that  their  email  or  other  records  have  been  turned  over 
in  response  to  legal  demands.  It  also  bans  -  in  most  cases  -  indefinite  gag  orders  that  forbid  a  company 
from  ever  telling  users  that  their  data  have  been  searched.

Remember  when  banning  bump  stocks  was  a  thing? 


Amid  the  everything-all-at-once  nature  of  news  under  President  Trump,  things 
get  lost.  Many  don't  matter.  Others  should.  A  lot. 

In  that  latter  category  are  the  murders  of  58  innocent  people  at  a  country 
music  festival  in  Las  Vegas.  That  shooting,  the  single  largest  mass  casualty 
incident  in  modern  American  history,  happened  22  days  ago. 

The  days  following  the  shooting  were  dominated  by  angry  and  passionate  calls 
to  action  directed  at  Congress.  Gun  control  advocates  insisted  something  must 
be  done.  Even  the  National  Rifle  Association  signed  on  to  changing 
regulations  regarding  bump  fire  stocks  --  legal  add-ons  used  by  the  Vegas 
shooter  that  turned  a  semi-automatic  rifle  into  an  automatic  one. 

And  then,  nothing.  Check  out  this  Google  Trends  search  data  on  "bump 
stocks": 


Interest  in  bump  stocks  surged  in  the  wake  of  the  Vegas  shooting  on  Sunday, 
October  1 ,  but  it  almost  as  quickly  faded.  By  October  14  --  less  than  two  weeks 
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after  the  shooting  --  the  search  interest  in  bump  stocks  was  back  to  pre¬ 
shooting  levels. 

That  lack  of  interest  has  coincided  with  a  major  slowdown  in  congressional 
action.  California  Democratic  Sen.  Dianne  Feinstein  has  introduced  a  bill  that 
would  ban  bump  stocks.  On  the  House  side,  Florida  Republican  Rep.  Carlos 
Curbelo  and  Massachusetts  Democratic  Rep.  Seth  Moulton  have  co¬ 
sponsored  a  similar  bill.  But  congressional  Republicans  seem  uninterested  in 
moving  a  ban  forward,  preferring  to  let  the  Bureau  of  Alcohol,  Tobacco, 
Firearms  and  Explosives  handle  it. 

Without  public  attention  or  pressure,  it’s  uniquely  possible,  of  course,  that 
nothing  at  all  happens.  And  this  after  the  largest  mass  shooting  in  modern 
history.

Some  senators  have  been  going  on  TV  and  saying  they  didn't  know  the  United 
States  had  troops  in  Niger  as  questions  swirl  about  the  raid  that  killed  four  US 
servicemen  there  earlier  this  month. 

The  Pentagon,  however,  said  it  has  kept  Congress  informed  of  the  operation. 
Military  investigators  are  looking  into  the  exact  circumstances  of  the  October  4 
raid,  including  how  Sgt.  La  David  Johnson  was  separated  from  the  12-member 
team  as  it  was  ambushed  by  50  ISIS  fighters.

ATF  officials  are  hitting  back  against  NRA 
heavyweights  —  and  their  Republican  counterparts  —  angling  to 
dump  responsibility  for  restricting  bump  stocks  on  the  bureau.  Meanwhile,  six  other 
barely  legal  firearm  accessories  remain  readily  available.  And  a  new  poll  shows 
just  how  widely  spread  misperceptions  on  gun  issues  really  are.  Those  stories  and 
more  in  your  Monday  news  round  up.

1.  ATF  agents  and  ex-bureau  officials  press  the  point:  Only 
Congress  can  ban  bump  stocks 

A  group  of  current  and  former  Bureau  of  Alcohol,  Tobacco,  Firearms  and 
Explosives  employees  has_written  to  Congress  proposing  a  legislative  change  that 
would  subject  bump  stocks  to  the  same  restrictions  as  machine  guns  and 
silencers,  and  pushing  back  against  critics  who've  implied  that  the  ATF 
dropped  the  ball  when  it  classified  the  products  as  outside  its  jurisdiction  during  a 
2010  review. 

Michael  Bouchard,  president  of  the  ATF  Association,  sent  the  letter  on  Friday  to 
several  key  lawmakers,  including  Charles  Grassley,  the  chair  of  the  Senate 
Judiciary  Committee. 

“Recently,  some  have  attempted  to  cast  blame  on  ATF  for  not  banning  devices  like 
the  ‘bump  slide’  used  in  the  Las  Vegas  shootings,"  the  letter  says.  “We  would  like 
to  clarify  this  confusing  issue  to  protect  honorable  ATF  employees  from  false 
allegations  that  they  chose  to  make  this  item  legal,  when  it  was  the  law  that 
prohibited  them  from  regulating  the  item.” 
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A  rifle  affixed  with  a  bump  stock  can  fire  faster  than  an  off-the-shelf  semi¬ 
automatic,  but  the  firearm  will  still  only  release  a  single  round  per  trigger  pull 
—  thus  not  fitting  the  legal  definition  of  a  fully  automatic,  or  machine,  gun. 

The  ATF  Association's  proposed  remedy:  If  legislators  want  to  curtail  access  to 
bump  stocks,  they  should  update  the  National  Firearms  Act  to  include  "multi-burst 
trigger  activators”  as  a  new  category  of  regulated  items.

On  Thursday,  Rick  Vasquez,  who  was  the  ATF’s  chief  technical  expert  when  the 
bureau  evaluated  bump  stocks  during  the  Obama  Administration,  ‘old  The  Trace 
that  his  division's  decision  had  been  sound. 

Vazquez  reiterated  that  position  in  a  conversation  with  NPR:  "If  I  looked  at  it  again, 
looked  at  the  same  documents  that  we  had  at  that  time,  then  my  opinion  wouldn't 
change." 


2.  Meanwhile,  six  barely  legal,  under-the-radar  gun  products  are 
still  for  sale 

By  the  time  the  NRA  suggested  that  the  bump  stock  shouldn’t  be  legal,  the  gun 
accessory,  found  attached  to  a  dozen  of  the  Las  Vegas  shooter’s  weapons,  had 
already  experienced  an  extinction  event  at  American  retailers. 

Some  outlets,  like  Walmart  and  Cabela’s,  removed  the  products  from  their  online 
marketplaces.  Other  stores  and  the  manufacturers  themselves  quickly  sold  out. 

But  large  and  small  retailers  are  still  stocking  many  other  barely  legal  gun 
accessories.  At  least  a  half  dozen  devices,  designed  to  flout  federal  gun 
restrictions  could  be  purchased  as  of  this  weekend,  Alex  Yablon  found. 

Those  products  include  the  Polymer80  unfinished  Glock  pistol  frame  (which 
is  untraceable  by  the  ATF),  and  stabilizing  shoulder  braces  that  help  skirt 
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National  Firearms  Act  rules  on  short-barreled  rifles. 


Several  of  them  are  for  sale  online  via  the  gun  retailer  Brownell's,  whose  CEO  is 
president  of  the  NRA's  board  of  directors.

3.  Fewer  than  4  in  10  Americans  know  how  many  gun  deaths  our 
country  records  annually 

A  post-Las  Vegas  poll  conducted  for  NPR  tested  Americans’  knowledge  of  gun 
issues.  Respondents  were  asked  true/false  or  multiple  choice  questions  —  so  a 
couple  of  lucky  guesses  could  yield  a  passing  grade.  But  even  within  that  format, 
respondents  displayed  dismal  knowledge  of  an  issue  that  amounts  to  both  a  public 
health  crisis  and  a  key  driver  of  America's  partisan  divide. 

"A  majority  of  Americans  struggle  with  gun-related  knowledge  questions," 

Ipsos  reported.  "Only  8%  are  able  to  answer  7  or  more  knowledge  questions 
correctly,  out  of  a  total  of  10." 

Among  the  true/false  statements  most  respondents  answered  incorrectly  were 
“The  United  States  government  regularly  conducts  research  on  gun  deaths  in  this 
country”  (false)  and  "After  the  Sandy  Hook  massacre,  Congress  put  tough  new 
background  check  laws  in  place”  (also  false).  On  the  latter  question,  Republicans 
had  more  faith  that  Congress  had  acted:  43  percent  answered  “true,”  compared 
to  27  percent  of  Democrats. 

When  asked  to  approximate  how  many  gun  deaths  occur  in  the  country  annually, 
just  38  percent  of  respondents  correctly  picked  30,000.  A  quarter  of  people  said 
3,000. 

One  particular  misperception  had  a  partisan  split  and  big  political  implications: 

Republicans  are  far  less  likely  to  answer  "true"  to  a  question  about  whether 
a  gun  in  the  home  increases  the  odds  for  violent  outcomes. 
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What  knowledge  gap  most  concerns  you?  What  do  you  want  to  know  more  about?

4.  New  research:  Two  state  universal  background  check  laws 
have  had  little  effect  because  they’re  not  being  enforced 

In  2013  and  2014,  respectively,  Colorado  and  Washington  state  passed  laws  that 
required  background  checks  on  most  gun  transfers.  But  a  new  study  indicates  that 

both  laws  have  run  into  compliance  and  enforcement  issues.  [Guardian] 

The  research,  conducted  by  gun-violence  researcher  Garen  Wintemute  of  the 
University  of  California  Davis,  didn’t  seek  to  determine  whether  or  not  the  new 
regulations  had  an  effect  on  gun  violence  levels.  Instead,  Wintemute’s  team 
wanted  to  see  whether  laws  mandating  more  background  checks  actually  lead 
to  more  background  checks. 

The  short  answer  is  no  —  because  gun  owners  aren't  conducting  checks  on  private 
transfers,  and  police  departments  aren't  punishing  violators. 

“If  I’m  an  advocate  pushing  for  one  of  these  laws,  [I  would  ask]:  ‘What  can  I  do  to 
maximize  the  opportunities  for  enforcement?  Does  that  mean  funding  for  law 
enforcement,  for  augmenting  the  activities  of  an  enforcement  unit?,”  Wintemute 
said. 

Another  state  to  recently  extend  background  check  requirements  to  private 
transactions  is  Delaware.  In  contrast  with  Washington  and  Colorado,  the  small 
Northeastern  state  saw  background  checks  increase  after  implementation  of 
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its  law. 


5.  Guns  are  routinely  trafficked  into  Chicago  —  and  perpetrators 
are  almost  never  charged 

A  ollowup  to  ProPublica  Illinois’s  investigation  into  Chicago’s  underground  gun 
market  probes  why  so  few  people  are  convicted  of  gun  trafficking  the 
city,  where  the  majority  of  crime  guns  are  brought  in  across  state  borders. 

Part  of  the  answer  is  simple:  There’s  no  federal  law  against  gun  trafficking. 

But  prosecutors  say  that  even  with  the  state's  own  anti-trafficking  law,  cases  are 
hard  to  prove. 

Because  many  crime  guns  have  been  out  of  the  legal  gun  market  for  years,  it’s 
often  a  Herculean  task  to  charge  someone  with  trafficking  based  on  the  gun 
recovered  at  a  crime  scene.  "If  a  car  is  used  in  a  shooting  or  robbery,  I  can  easily 
find  out,  in  a  matter  of  minutes,  who  owned  that  car,”  Eric  Sussman,  the  top  deputy 
to  Cook  County  State’s  Attorney  Kim  Foxx,  said.  “Gun  laws  are  intentionally  set 
up  where  there  is  no  searchable  database.” 

Here  are  some  more  illuminating  stats  from  the  piece,  which  you  can  read  in  full 
here: 

•  Chicago  police  have  made  more  than  27,000  arrests  for  illegal  gun 
possession  since  2007.  But  they’ve  made  just  142  arrests  for  illegal  gun 
sales  in  the  last  decade. 

•  Since  2013,  Cook  County  prosecutors  have  charged  defendants  with 
gunrunning  just  12  times  —  and  they  haven’t  charged  anyone  with  gun 
trafficking.

1.  ATF  official  who  reviewed  bump  stocks’  legality  pushes  back 
against  NRA  criticism 

Seven  years  ago,  Rick  Vasquez  had  to  answer  a  question  that  has  now  jumped  to  the 
front  pages  in  the  wake  of  the  Las  Vegas  shooting:  Do  bump  stocks  illegally  convert 
semiautomatic  rifles  into  machine  guns? 
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As  the  senior  technical  expert  for  the  Bureau  of  Alcohol,  Tobacco,  Firearms  and 
Explosives,  it  was  Vasquez’s  responsibility  to  give  assessments  about  whether  new 
guns  and  gun  products  would  abide  with  federal  law. 

Now  his  work  has  come  under  fire  from  the  National  Rifle  Association  and  others,  who 
argue  ATF  should  “do  its  job”  and  reclassify  the  devices  as  subject  to  regulation  — 
rather  than  have  Congress  pass  a  ban. 

“We  could  not  find  a  way  to  classify  it  as  a  machine  gun,”  Vasquez  told  my 
colleague  Ann  Givens.  “We  did  the  right  thing  by  the  letter  of  the  statutes.”

2.  Las  Vegas  survivors  sue  manufacturers  of  bump  stocks 

Three  people  who  attended  the  country  music  festival  where  a  gunman  killed  58  and 
injured  hundreds  more  last  week  in  Las  Vegas  have  filed  a  lawsuit  against  bump 
stock  manufacturers. 

The  lawsuit  claims  that  the  companies  were  negligent  by  developing  bump  stocks 
under  the  guise  of  helping  people  with  disabilities  shoot  easier,  while  marketing  the 
devices  as  easy  ways  to  get  around  federal  law  and  obtain  a  machine  gun. 

The  plaintiff’s  attorneys  hope  they  will  be  able  to  get  past  the  Protection  of  Lawful 
Commerce  m  Arms  Act  (PLCAA),  which  Congress  passed  in  2005  and  generally 
prohibits  lawsuits  against  gun  companies  for  misuse  by  third  parties. 

Reached  by  phone  on  Tuesday,  Jonathan  Lowy,  an  attorney  for  the  Brady  Center  to 
Prevent  Gun  Violence,  which  brought  the  lawsuit  on  behalf  of  the  plaintiffs,  outlined  his 
argument.  “This  does  not  involve  a  firearm,  and  PLCAA  covers  licensed  sales  of 
firearms  and  ammunition,”  he  said.  “This  is  neither.  This  is  an  accessory.”

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3.  Texas  Tech  shooter  too  young  to  be  eligible  for  campus  carry 

A  19-year-old  sophomore  named  Hollis  Daniels  confessed  Tuesday  to  fatally  shooting 
a  campus  safety  officer  who  had  arrested  him  for  drug  possession.  The  incident 
appears  to  be  the  first  shooting  on  a  Texas  university  since  the  state  instituted  campus 

carry. 

However,  under  that  law,  Daniels  was  too  young  to  be  armed  on  school  property. 
Students  wishing  to  carry  at  a  public  university  must  have  a  concealed  weapons 
license,  which  is  only  available  to  those  over  the  age  of  21 . 

The  Texas  Democratic  Party  apologized  for  a  tweet  published  late  Monday  that  linked 
the  shooting  to  the  state’s  campus  carry  law. 

But  the  incident  does  raises  different  questions  —  about  whether  campus  police 
are  trained  for  encounters  with  armed  students.  Daniels  was  able  to  enter  the 
police  station  while  armed  with  a  loaded  handgun,  drawing  and  firing  his  weapon 
before  the  deceased  officer  could  even  unholster  his  service  pistol.

4.  Inside  the  Chicago  street  gun  trade:  like  buying  beer  for  teens 

Nonprofit  newsroom  ProPublica’s  Illinois  operation  debuts  with  a  profile  of  a  Chicago 
gun  dealer  named  John  Thomas. 

The  piece  illustrates  how  the  flood  of  illegal  weapons  on  Chicago’s  streets  is 
driven  by  countless  small  transactions,  not  big-time  trafficking  operations 
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Thomas  describes  his  “biggest  deal"  as  the  sale  of  just  seven  guns  —  four  handguns, 
two  rifles,  and  a  shotgun  —  for  a  profit  of  $700. 

University  of  Chicago  Crime  Lab  researcher  Philip  Cook  explains  in  the  piece  that  guns 
are  sold  differently  than  drugs,  which  rely  on  organized  national  criminal  networks  to 
get  from  illicit  producer  to  consumer.  Because  guns  are  so  widely  available  from 
private  sales,  theft,  and  licensed  dealers  outside  of  the  city,  “every  adult  is 
potentially  a  source”  for  someone  trying  to  get  ahold  of  a  weapon. 

As  author  Mick  Dumke  notes,  the  diffuse  structure  of  the  illegal  gun  market  means  that 
Chicago  Police  Department’s  efforts  to  crack  down  on  illegal  gun  dealers  do  little  to 
reduce  the  supply.

Las  Vegas  Sheriff  Discusses  Mass  Shooting  Timeline. 

The  Washington  Post  mm  (10/9,  Berman)  reports  that  on  Monday,  Las  Vegas  sheriff  Joseph  Lombardo  "offered  a  key 
update  to  the  shooting  timeline  that  officials  have  previously  laid  out.  Lombardo  said  the  six  minutes  before  the  gunman 
opened  fire  at  concertgoers  far  below  his  32nd  floor  suite  in  the  Mandalay  Bay  Resort  and  Casino,  he  first  shot"  Jesus 
Campos,  "a  hotel  security  guard,  and  injured  him."  According  to  the  Post,  Lombardo  "had  previously  said  that  while  he  did 
not  know  what  caused  Stephen  Paddock.. .to  stop  shooting,  he  assumed  it  was  due  to  the  security  guard's  arrival."  However, 
on  Monday,  Lombardo  said  Campos  "was  shot  at  9:59  p.m.,  six  minutes  before  the  gunman  began  raining  bullets  on  the 
country  music  festival  below,"  and  "even  as  the  gunman  began  firing  on  the  crowd  -  shooting  for  10  minutes  -  police  were 
not  aware  that  the  security  guard  was  shot  until  they  arrived  on  the  hotel's  32nd  floor."

"was  at  the  Mesquite,  Nevada,  home  of  Las  Vegas  gunman  Steven  Paddock.. .executing  a  new  search  after  interviewing 
Paddock's  girlfriend."  Mesquite  Police  Chief  Troy  Tanner  said  the  FBI  "contacted  the  Mesquite  PD  for  assistance  in  executing 
the  new  federal  search  warrant  on  the  house  where  Paddock  lived  with  his  girlfriend,  Marilou  Danley." 

Paddock's  Brother  Was  Interviewed  By  Investigators  Over  The  Weekend.  The  Las  Vegas  Review-Journal  I  (10/8) 
reported  that  Eric  Paddock,  "the  brother  of  Strip  mass  murderer  Stephen  Paddock,  arrived  in  Las  Vegas  late  Saturday  and 
spent  five  hours  in  a  second  interview  with  investigators  Sunday."  Eric  Paddock  of  Orlando,  Florida,  "said  he  was  met  by  FBI 
agents  and  other  law  enforcement  officers  as  he  got  off  his  plane  about  10:15  p.m.

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According  to  the  South  Florida  Sun  Sentinel :  I  (10/6,  O'Matz,  Hobbs),  "a  30-page  report  released  Friday  by  the  Broward 
Sheriff's  Office"  on  the  January  6  mass  shooting  incident  at  Fort  Lauderdale  airport,  in  which  six  people  were  killed  by 
Esteban  Santiago,  "sheds  some  new  light  on  the  extent  of  the  radio  problems  police  and  fire  personnel  encountered  in  trying 
to  communicate  that  day  when  thousands  of  state,  local  and  federal  officials  converged  on  the  airport  to  answer  a  call  for 
backup."  However,  the  report  "concludes  by  praising  the  bravery  of  police  and  fire  officials  and  extols  the  leadership  of.. .the 
FBI,  airport  officials  and  others."  The  AP  [  1  .  (10/7)  notes  that  the  report  "details  how  [Santiago]  waited  at  a  baggage 
carousel  for  several  minutes  last  January  before  being  paged  to  pick  up  the  bag  containing  his  gun." 

Undocumented  Californians  Seen  As  Less  Likely  To  Report  Domestic  Violence. 

Newsweek  ‘'I  '-J  (10/9,  Sinclair)  reports,  "Undocumented  immigrants  in  California  appear  to  have  become  less  likely  to 
report  incidents  of  domestic  violence  due  to  fears  about  deportation,  officials  say."  Newsweek  says  that  18  percent 
reporting  drops  in  San  Francisco,  13.3  percent  in  San  Diego,  and  3.5  percent  in  Los  Angeles  for  the  first  six  months  of  2017 
"can  be  compared  with  a  drop  of  less  than  1  percent  in  domestic  violence  reports  by  non-Latino  communities  in  the  three 
cities,  prompting  fears  among  professionals  working  in  the  domestic  violence  field  that  the  declines  are  linked  to  a  fear  of 
deportation."  However,  Former  ICE  Los  Angeles  field  director  Claude  Arnold  is  quoted  saying,  "ICE  still  has  a  policy  that  we 
don't  pursue  removal  proceedings  against  victims  or  witnesses  of  crime,  and  I  haven't  seen  any  documented  instances 
where  that  actually  happened. ...

(10/9,  Chuck)  reports  on  its  website  that  a  web-based  app,  "called  the  Overdose  Detection  Mapping 
Application  Program,  or  ODMAP,"  tracks  "suspected  overdoses  in  real  time  and  alerts  public  safety  officials  to  spikes  in 
opioid  emergencies,"  The  app  was  "created  by  the  Washington/Baltimore  division  of  the  High  Intensity  Drug  Trafficking 
Area,  or  HIDTA,  a  federal  program  that  provides  resources  for  local  agencies  to  address  drug  trafficking." 

More  Than  130  Fake  Bomb  Calls  Made  In  Moscow.

(10/6,  Marshallsea)  reported,  "Australian  authorities  seized  3.9  metric  tons  (4.37  U.S.  tons)  of  a 
methamphetamine  ingredient  smuggled  from  Thailand  in  tea  bottles,  police  said  Friday."  Australian  Federal  Police  arrested 
two  people  during  the  seizure.  Australian  Border  Force  officers  used  information  from  Thai  authorities  and  "detected  the 
shipment  of  more  than  1,000  cartons  each  containing  24  bottles  labelled  as  iced  green  and  black  tea."  The  AFP  "said  tests 
were  positive  for  ephedrine  in  around  one-third  of  the  cartons."  Police  explained  that  the  ephedrine  could  have  been  used 
to  make  around  US$2.7  billion  worth  of  methamphetamine.

The  billboards  will  feature  the  slogan  'If  you  know  something,  say  something'  followed 
by  an  FBI  contact  number,  FBI  special  agent  in  charge  Aaron  Rouse  told  reporters  Friday  in  Las 
Vegas."  According  to  USA  Today,  "The  campaign  is  a  measure  of  how  little  the  authorities  have 
unearthed." 

FBI  Searched  Paddock's  Nevada  House  Again  On  Sunday.  ABC  News  (10/8)  reported 
on  Sunday  that  the  FBI  "was  at  the  Mesquite,  Nevada,  home  of  Las  Vegas  gunman  Steven 
Paddock. ..executing  a  new  search  after  interviewing  Paddock's  girlfriend."  Mesquite  Police  Chief  Troy 
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Tanner  said  the  FBI  "contacted  the  Mesquite  PD  for  assistance  in  executing  the  new  federal  search 
warrant  on  the  house  where  Paddock  lived  with  his  girlfriend,  Marilou  Danley." 

Paddock's  Brother  Was  Interviewed  By  Investigators  Over  The  Weekend.  The  Las 

Vegas  Review-Journal  (10/8)  reported  that  Eric  Paddock,  "the  brother  of  Strip  mass  murderer 
Stephen  Paddock,  arrived  in  Las  Vegas  late  Saturday  and  spent  five  hours  in  a  second  interview  with 
investigators  Sunday."  Eric  Paddock  of  Orlando,  Florida,  "said  he  was  met  by  FBI  agents  and  other 
law  enforcement  officers  as  he  got  off  his  plane  about  10:15  p.m.  Saturday  at  McCarran 
International  Airport.  He  was  immediately  taken  to  a  room,  where  he  spent  about  four  hours  in  an 
initial  interview."  NBC  News  (10/9)  reports  that  Bruce  Paddock  "speculated  that  financial  difficulties 
may  have  driven  his  brother  over  the  edge,  although  no  evidence  has  surfaced  thus  far  to  buttress 
that  claim." 

Las  Vegas  Seeks  More  Counterterrorism  Funds  Following  Shooting.  The  Las  Vegas 
Review-Journal  (10/6,  Raz)  reported,  "Just  last  week  Mike  Bolognini,  vice  president  and  market 
leader  for  Cox  Las  Vegas,  was  in  Washington,  D.C.,  speaking  with  members  of  Congress  about  the 
need  for  additional  counterterrorism  funding."  Bolognini  argued  that  DHS  has  undervalued  the  risk  ol 
terrorism  to  Las  Vegas,  and  that  lowers  the  level  of  Urban  Area  Security  Initiative  funding  the  city 
receives.  Metropolitan  Police  Department  lobbyist  Chuck  Callaway  "said  he  is  also  concerned  about 
the  way  the  homeland  security  department  evaluates  Nevada's  critical  infrastructure."  Sen. 

Catherine  Cortez  Masto  (D-NV)  also  sent  a  letter  to  acting  Secretary  Duke  on  August  9  "in  which  she 
wrote  about  her  concern  for  how  the  department  evaluates  Las  Vegas'  relative  risk  of  terror  attacks.' 

Republican  Senators  Call  For  ATF  Review  Of  Bump  Stocks.  Bloomberg  News  (10/6, 
John)  reports  Senate  Majority  Whip  John  Cornyn  and  eight  other  Republican  senators  sent  a  letter  to 
the  Bureau  of  Alcohol,  Tobacco,  Firearms  and  Explosives  "asking  for  the  agency  to  examine  an 
Obama  administration  decision  allowing  the  sale  of 'bump  stock'  devices,  which  allow  more  rapid 
firing,  and  issue  its  own  interpretation."  In  the  letter  to  acting  ATF  director  Thomas  Brandon,  the 
lawmakers  said,  "The  tragic  events  in  Las  Vegas  brought  to  light  an  issue  from  this  past 
administration  that  we  respectfully  request  that  your  bureau  swiftly  review."  However,  according  to 
Bloomberg,  "seeking  an  administrative  review  could  delay  efforts  to  change  the  law,  or  allow 
lawmakers  to  argue  that  legislation  isn't  needed." 

WPost  Al:  " Psychological  Scars"  From  Las  Vegas  Shooting  May  Impact 
Thousands.  The  Washington  Post  (10/6,  Zezima)  reports  on  its  front  page  that  "an  estimated 
22,000  people  were  in  attendance  when  bullets  began  raining  down  on  the  music  festival  from  the 
32nd  floor  of  the  nearby  Mandalay  Bay  Resort  and  Casino,"  and  while  58  people  died  and  about  500 
received  treatment  for  physical  injuries,  "many  of  the  rest  are  now  grappling  with  the  psychological 
scars  of  the  deadliest  mass  shooting  in  modern  U.S.  history."  The  Post  adds  that  "law  enforcement 
officials,  medical  professionals,  family  and  friends  also  may  be  affected."  Meanwhile,  the  Post  warns 
"offering  treatment  to  all  of  those  who  are  suffering  is  complicated  by  Nevada's  lack  of  resources." 
The  Post  states  that  "Nevada  ranks  51st  among  states  and  the  District  of  Columbia  in  mental  health 
resources  and  access  to  treatment,  according  to  the  most  recent  annual  report  from  Mental  Health 
America,  a  community-based  nonprofit  group." 

First  Responders  Recount  Shooting  Aftermath.  In  a  front-page  story  the  New  York 
Times  (10/6,  Al,  Medina,  Subscription  Publication)  reports  the  story  of  twin  brothers  and  Las  Vegas 
policemen  Detective  Casey  Clarkson  and  Sgt.  Branden  Clarkson,  both  of  whom  were  among 
responders  to  the  Las  Vegas  shooting.  While  Casey  "ushered  people  to  safety,  directed  them  out  of 
the  line  of  fire,  and  then,  moving  past  the  unsaveable,  brought  wounded  people  to  vehicles  that 
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would  rush  them  to  hospitals,"  Branden  "was  at  the  police  department's  command  post,  helping 
direct  officers  and  keeping  track  of  who  was  where  on  a  whiteboard." 

Florida  Sheriff's  Office  Releases  Report  On  Airport  Shooting. 

According  to  the  South  Florida  Sun  Sentinel  (10/6,  O'Matz,  Hobbs),  "a  30-page  report  released 
Friday  by  the  Broward  Sheriff's  Office"  on  the  January  6  mass  shooting  incident  at  Fort  Lauderdale 
airport,  in  which  six  people  were  killed  by  Esteban  Santiago,  "sheds  some  new  light  on  the  extent  of 
the  radio  problems  police  and  fire  personnel  encountered  in  trying  to  communicate  that  day  when 
thousands  of  state,  local  and  federal  officials  converged  on  the  airport  to  answer  a  call  for  backup." 
However,  the  report  "concludes  by  praising  the  bravery  of  police  and  fire  officials  and  extols  the 
leadership  of.. .the  FBI,  airport  officials  and  others."  The  AP  (10/7)  notes  that  the  report  "details  how 
[Santiago]  waited  at  a  baggage  carousel  for  several  minutes  last  January  before  being  paged  to  pick 
up  the  bag  containing  his  gun." 

Three  Men  Arrested  For  Allegedly  Plotting  ISIS-Inspired  Attacks  In  New 
York  City. 

The  New  York  Times  (10/6,  Weiser,  Subscription  Publication)  reported,  "A  plot  to  detonate  bombs  in 
Times  Square  and  the  New  York  City  subway  system  and  to  open  fire  at  concert  venues  last  year 
was  quietly  thwarted,  federal  authorities  disclosed  on  Friday."  The  Times  says  the  bombings  and 
shootings  "were  planned  in  support  of  the  Islamic  State,  [and]  would  have  taken  place  last  year 
during  the  Islamic  holy  month  of  Ramadan,  which  began  in  June,  United  States  officials  said  in  a 
statement."  Three  men  were  arrested  for  the  plot,  including  19-year-old  Canadian  citizen 
Abdulrahman  El  Bahnasawy.  According  to  the  New  York  Post  (10/6)  ,  "On  May  1,  2016,  El 
Bahnasawy  allegedly  sent  the  undercover  agent  maps  of  the  Big  Apple  subway  system  -  identifying 
lines  they  could  blow  up  with  explosives."  The  Globe  and  Mail  (CAN)  (10/6)  reports  that  US 
prosecutors  "allege  that  while  in  Canada,  El  Bahnasawy  purchased  bomb-making  materials  and 
helped  secure  a  cabin  within  driving  distance  of  New  York  City  to  use  for  building  the  explosive 
devices  and  staging  the  attacks." 

Three  Recent  Maryland  Homicides  Tied  To  MS-13. 

The  Baltimore  Sun  (10/6)  reports  that  on  Friday  police  in  Anne  Arundel  County,  Maryland, 

"disclosed. ..three  recent  killings  that  they  say  are  gang-related,  but  they  were  mum  on  details  while 
issuing  a  cryptic  warning  to  residents  to  come  forward  if  they  are  in  fear."  Anne  Arundel  Police 
Department  Chief  Timothy  Altomare  "said  at  a  news  conference... that  in  a  rare  move,  the  locations 
of  killings  and  identities  of  the  victims  were  not  being  disclosed  because  of  the  sensitivity  of  the 
continuing  investigation.  He  said  arrests  had  been  made,  also  declining  to  give  details."  The  Sun 
notes  that  "just  last  week,  Anne  Arundel  County  officials  announced  the  creation  of  a  gang  task 
force,  a  combination  of  officers  from  the  county  and  Annapolis  forces,  as  well  as  FBI  agents." 

According  to  the  Annapolis  (MD)  Capital  Gazette  (10/6),  "Although  the  chief  refused  to  say 
which  gang  might  be  involved  in  the  homicides,  prominent  members  of  the  Hispanic  community 
called  on  police  to  do  more  about  a  number  of  violent  crimes  tied  to  the  El  Salvador-based  gang 
Mara  Salvatrucha,  known  as  MS-13." 

Digital  Tool  Maps  Opioid  Overdose  Data  Instantaneously. 

NBC  News  (10/9,  Chuck)  reports  on  its  website  that  a  web-based  app,  "called  the  Overdose 
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Detection  Mapping  Application  Program,  or  ODMAP,"  tracks  “suspected  overdoses  in  real  time  and 
alerts  public  safety  officials  to  spikes  in  opioid  emergencies."  The  app  was  "created  by  the 
Washington/Baltimore  division  of  the  High  Intensity  Drug  Trafficking  Area,  or  HIDTA,  a  federal 
program  that  provides  resources  for  local  agencies  to  address  drug  trafficking." 

Citing  Murders  Of  Five  Dallas  Officers,  FBI  Report  Warns  Of  Threat  From 
"Black  Identity  Extremists." 

Citing  a  "leaked  document"  obtained  by  Foreign  Policy,  Newsweek  (10/7,  Moore)  reported  that  the 
FBI  has  "declared  internally  that  'black  identity  extremists'  are  a  violent  threat  because  of  their  view; 
about  police  brutality  toward  African-Americans."  Newsweek  says  a  report  from  the  FBI's  Domestic 
Terrorism  Analysis  Unit  "appears  to  point  to  the  FBI  monitoring  black  rights  activists,  from 
movements  such  as  Black  Lives  Matter,  because  of  the  perceived  threat  they  pose  to  law 
enforcement  personnel."  According  to  Newsweek,  "It  appears  to  be  the  first  publicized  mention  of 
the  term  'black  identity  extremists'  as  an  apparent  movement  from  an  official  U.S.  body." 

Foreign  Policy  (10/6,  Winter,  Weinberger)  reported  that  "former  government  officials  and  legal 
experts  said  no  such  movement  exists,  and  some  expressed  concern  that  the  term  is  part  of  a 
politically  motivated  effort  to  find  an  equivalent  threat  to  white  supremacists."  FP  notes  that  "among 
the  six  acts  of  premeditated  violence  linked  to  black  identity  extremists... the  reports  cites  the  July 
2016  shooting  of.. .police  officers  in  Dallas,"  five  of  whom  were  killed  by  Micah  Johnson,  who  "was 
reportedly  angry  at  police  violence."  FP  also  points  out  that  in  its  August  report,  the  FBI  "said  it 
expects  further  attacks  by  black  identity  extremists,  driven  by  both  the  perception  and  the  reality  of 
unfair  treatment  at  the  hands  of  police  officers." 

TSA  Issues  Warning  About  Man  Trying  To  Enter  Restricted  Airport  Areas. 

The  AP  (10/7)  reports  the  TSA  is  "warning  officials  to  be  on  the  lookout  for  a  man  who  has  tried  to 
gain  unauthorized  access  to  airports  across  the  country,  most  recently  in  Maryland."  TSA  explained 
that  Ahmed  Olasunkahmi  Salau  has  attempted  to  enter  restricted  areas  in  six  states  plus 
Washington,  DC  for  at  least  a  year.  TSA  "says  Salau  has  presented  himself  as  a  passenger, 
employee  or  crewmember  and  has  also  called  airports  to  try  to  gather  passenger  and  aircraft  data."

Undocumented  Californians  Seen  As  Less  Likely  To  Report  Domestic 
Violence. 

Newsweek  (10/9,  Sinclair)  reports,  "Undocumented  immigrants  in  California  appear  to  have  become 
less  likely  to  report  incidents  of  domestic  violence  due  to  fears  about  deportation,  officials  say." 
Newsweek  says  that  18  percent  reporting  drops  in  San  Francisco,  13.3  percent  in  San  Diego,  and  3.5 
percent  in  Los  Angeles  for  the  first  six  months  of  2017  "can  be  compared  with  a  drop  of  less  than  1 
percent  in  domestic  violence  reports  by  non-Latino  communities  in  the  three  cities,  prompting  fears 
among  professionals  working  in  the  domestic  violence  field  that  the  declines  are  linked  to  a  fear  of 
deportation."  However,  Former  ICE  Los  Angeles  field  director  Claude  Arnold  is  quoted  saying,  "ICE 
still  has  a  policy  that  we  don't  pursue  removal  proceedings  against  victims  or  witnesses  of  crime,  anc 
I  haven't  seen  any  documented  instances  where  that  actually  happened.  ...  To  a  great  degree,  we 
facilitate  those  people  having  legal  status  in  the  U.S."  The  Los  Angeles  Times  (10/9,  Queally)  reports 
similarly.

We 
believe  the  Bureau  of  Alcohol,  Tobacco,  Firearms  and  Explosives  (ATF) 
should  interpret  and  enforce  existing  laws  and  regulations.  We  call  upon 
ATF  to  conduct  a  prompt  review  and  evaluation  of  aftermarket  trigger 
activation  devices  such  as  bump  stocks  to  determine  whether  they  are  lawful 
to  install  and  use  on  a  firearm  under  the  National  Firearms  Act  of  1 934 
(NFA),  or  whether,  if  they  have  no  function  or  purpose  other  than  to  convert 
a  conventional  firearm  into  an  automatic  firearm,  they  are  regulated  items 
under  the  NFA.

The  manufacture,  distribution  and 
sale  of  automatic  firearms  and  their  components  has  been  stringently  regulated  by  federal 
laws  since  1934.  We  believe  the  Bureau  of  Alcohol,  Tobacco,  Firearms  and  Explosives 
(ATF)  should  interpret  and  enforce  existing  laws  and  regulations.  We  call  upon  ATF  to 
conduct  a  prompt  review  and  evaluation  of  aftermarket  trigger  activation  devices  such  as 
bump  stocks  to  determine  whether  they  are  lawful  to  install  and  use  on  a  firearm  under  the 
National  Firearms  Act  of  1934  (NFA),  or  whether,  if  they  have  no  function  or  purpose 
other  than  to  convert  a  conventional  firearm  into  an  automatic  firearm,  they  are  regulated 
items  under  the  NFA.  We  urge  Congress  to  allow  ATF  to  complete  its  review  before 
considering  any  legislation  so  that  any  policy  decisions  can  be  informed  by  the  facts  and 
ATF’s  analysis.

I  am  writing  to  ask  that  you  support  Federal  legislation  to  regulate  multi-burst  trigger  activators  like  the 
bump  slide  recently  used  in  the  Las  Vegas  mass  shooting  as  well  as  protect  the  honorable  employees  at 
the  Bureau  of  Alcohol.  Tobacco,  Firearms  and  Explosives  (ATF)  from  false  allegations  that  they  chose  to 
make  this  item  legal  when  it  was  the  law  that  prohibited  them  from  regulating  the  item. 

The  Las  Vegas  shooter  had  no  criminal  record  or  other  condition  that  would  prohibit  him  from 
purchasing  semi-automatic  firearms,  ammunition,  firearms  accessories,  or  even  legal  machineguns  from 
a  licensed  gun  dealer. 

The  Las  Vegas  shooter  used  a  “Bump  Slide”  accessory  that  attaches  to  the  stock  of  a  semi-automatic  rifle 
and  enhances  the  rale  at  which  the  shooter  can  pull  the  trigger  on  the  firearm.  This  increases  the  rate  of 
fire  close  to  that  of  an  actual  machinegun.  Had  the  shooter  chosen  to  purchase  an  actual  machinegun 
from  a  Federally  licensed  machinegun  dealer  instead  of  using  a  bump  slide  -  he  could  have.  There  are 
more  than  490,000  legally  registered  machineguns  available  to  civilians  in  the  US.  The  focus  on  the  Las 
Vegas  shooters  use  of  the  bump  slide  obscures  the  fact  that  this  individual  could  have  just  purchased 
actual  machineguns  legally. 

The  National  Firearms  Act  of  1934,  Title  26  U.S.C.  5845(b)  defines  a  “machine  gun”  as  any  combination 
of  parts  designed  and  intended  for  use  in  converting  a  weapon  to  shoot  automatically  more  than  one 
shot,  without  manual  reloading,  bv  a  single  function  of  the  trigger.  ATF  also  holds  that  any  item  that 
can  also  cause  a  firearm  to  fire  more  than  one  shot  by  the  single  function  of  the  trigger  is  also  regulated 
as  a  machinegun. 

The  Bunin  Slide,  and  a  number  of  other  similar  after  market  accessories  that  increase  the  rate  at  which  a 
shooter  can  pull  the  trigger,  are  purposefully  engineered  to  avoid  regulation  under  Federal  law. 
These  accessories  DO  NOT  cause  the  firearm  to  shoot  more  than  one  shot  by  the  single  function  of  a 
trigger  pull.  There  is  a  trigger  pull  for  each  shot  caused  by  these  accessories  and  that  is  why  ATF  does 
not  have  the  legal  authority  to  regulate  them.  The  notion  that  ATF  chose  not  to  regulate  an  item  it  had 
the  authority  to  regulate  is  completely  false.  The  law  is  very  clear  and  it  does  not  currently  allow  ATF  to 
regulate  such  accessories.

The 
list  includes;  Slide  Fire,  TAC  Combat  Trigger  15,  AutoBurst  2017,  Hell  Fire  Trigger  System,  GAT 
Crank  Trigger,  HyperGAT  Trigger,  Auto  Glove,  and  Franklin  Arms  Binary  Trigger  System.  These  are 
commonly  available  for  sale  in  firearms  stores  and  on  websites  such  as  Rapidfiretriggers.net  and 
Rockinlock.com. 

The  NRA  frequently  states  that  only  law  abiding  citizens  adhere  to  registrations  and  criminals  will  use  un¬ 
registered  items.  That  statement  is  accurate  and  that  is  what  makes  registration  of  these  items  effective. 
Law  abiding  citizens  can  continue  to  responsibly  use  registered  items.  Criminals  will  seek  unregistered 
items  and  this  gives  law  enforcement  the  ability  to  arrest  them  for  illegal  possession  of  an  unregistered 
item  while  they  are  seeking  out  the  unregistered  item,  or  caught  in  possession  of  the  unregistered  item  - 
BEFORE  they  commit  a  shooting  and  create  victims.  No  law  can  prevent  all  crime  but  the  registration  of 
items  like  this  gives  law  enforcement  an  edge  to  arrest  offenders  for  illegal  possessory  offenses  BEFORE 
they  commit  a  violent  crime  while  still  allowing  law  abiding  citizens  access  to  certain  items. 

I  hope  you  will  support  legislation  to  regulate  these  multi-burst  trigger  activators.  The  National  Firearms 
Act  of  1934  works  well  with  the  items  that  it  regulates.  I  also  hope  you  will  not  allow  the  honorable 
employees  of  ATF,  who  followed  existing  law  in  their  bump  stock  ruling,  to  be  falsely  accused  of  not 
doing  their  job  by  those  who  seek  to  exploit  the  situation  for  political  gain  and  an  increase  in  their  fund 
raising  efforts.

The  Las  Vegas  shooter  had  no  criminal  record  or  other  condition  that  would  prohibit  him  from 
purchasing  semi-automatic  firearms,  ammunition,  firearms  accessories,  or  even  legal  machineguns 
from  a  licensed  gun  dealer. 

The  Las  Vegas  shooter  used  a  "Bump  Slide"  accessory  that  attaches  to  the  stock  of  a  semi-automatic 
rifle  and  enhances  the  rate  at  which  the  shooter  can  pull  the  trigger  on  the  firearm.  This  increases  the 
rate  of  fire  close  to  that  of  an  actual  machinegun.  Had  the  shooter  chosen  to  purchase  an  actual 
machinegun  from  a  Federally  licensed  machinegun  dealer  instead  of  using  a  bump  slide  -  he  could 
have.  There  are  more  than  490,000  legally  registered  machineguns  available  to  civilians  in  the  US.  The 
focus  on  the  Las  Vegas  shooters  use  of  the  bump  slide  obscures  the  fact  that  this  individual  could  have 
just  purchased  actual  machineguns  legally. 

The  National  Firearms  Act,  26  U.S.C.  5845(b)  defines  a  "machine  gun"  to  include  any  combination  of 
parts  designed  and  intended  for  use  in  converting  a  weapon  to  shoot  automatically  more  than  one 
shot,  without  manual  reloading,  by  a  single  function  of  the  trigger.  ATF  also  holds  that  any  item  that 
can  also  cause  a  firearm  to  fire  more  than  one  shot  by  the  single  function  of  the  trigger  is  also  regulated 
as  a  machinegun. 

The  Bump  Slide,  and  a  number  of  other  similar  after  market  accessories  that  increase  the  rate  at  which 
a  shooter  can  pull  the  trigger,  are  purposefully  engineered  to  avoid  regulation  under  Federal  law. 
These  accessories  DO  NOT  cause  the  firearm  to  shoot  more  than  one  shot  by  the  single  function  of  a 
trigger  pull.  There  is  a  trigger  pull  for  each  shot  caused  by  these  accessories  and  that  is  why  ATF  does 
not  have  the  legal  authority  to  regulate  them.

The  citizens  of  Nevada,  and  of  our  country  as  a  whole,  continue  to  mourn  the  brutal  and 
senseless  attack  on  innocent  concertgoers  in  Las  Vegas  the  night  of  October  1 ,  201 7.  We 
remember  and  pray  for  those  lost  in  this  tragedy,  as  well  as  their  family  and  friends.  We  honor 
and  applaud  the  bravery  of  the  first  responders,  both  law  enforcement  and  civilian  heroes, 
medical  professionals,  and  all  who  came  to  the  aid  of  those  in  need.

Complaints  from  the  younger  members  of  the  Democratic  House  caucus  are 
nothing  new.  House  Minority  Leader  Nancy  Pelosi  (California)  faced  a  semi- 
serious  challenge  from  Rep.  Tim  Ryan  (Ohio)  last  winter  --  in  the  wake  of  the 
party's  tough  2016  election.  Ryan,  a  long  shot  by  any  measure,  took  63  votes 
against  Pelosi  --  a  number  that  surprised  many  people. 

What  makes  this  different  is  that  Sanchez  is  a  member  of  party  leadership.  She 
is  the  vice  chairman  of  the  House  Democratic  Caucus,  which  makes  her  the 
fifth-ranking  Democrat  in  the  House.  That  Sanchez  is  willing  to  speak  out 
publicly  about  her  leaders  means  that  she  --  and  other  younger  members  -- 
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have  reached  the  breaking  point. 


Pelosi  has  been  steadfast  in  her  assertion  that  House  Democrats  need  her 
fundraising  prowess  --  and  her  hold  over  the  increasingly  liberal  caucus  --  if 
they  want  to  have  a  real  chance  at  retaking  the  chamber  in  2018.  She’s  right. 

And,  while  Pelosi,  77,  tends  to  take  most  of  the  flak  for  blocking  younger 
members  from  moving  into  leadership,  it's  worth  noting  that  Steny  Hoyer  (Md.), 
the  second-ranking  Democrat,  is  78  years  old  and  Jim  Clyburn  (S.C.),  the  third- 
ranking  Democrat,  is  77. 

In  the  wake  of  Ryan's  challenge,  Pelosi  added  a  number  of  younger  members 
to  various  advisory  roles  within  the  caucus.  But  Sanchez's  comments  suggest 
those  gestures  haven't  done  enough. 

There's  little  debate  that  the  longevity  of  Pelosi/Hoyer/Clyburn  stunted  the 
growth  of  an  obvious  next  generation  of  party  leaders.  Maryland's  Chris  Van 
Hollen  got  tired  of  waiting  and  ran  for  the  Senate.  New  York's  Steve  Israel  got 
sick  of  waiting  and  retired.  California's  Xavier  Becerra  got  sick  of  waiting  and 
returned  to  his  home  state  to  be  attorney  general.  Florida's  Debbie 
Wasserman  Schultz  got  tired  of  waiting  and  took  on  the  Democratic  National 
Committee  chairmanship  --  which  promptly  blew  up  in  her  face. 

For  a  party  that  finds  itself  out  of  the  White  House,  the  aging  leadership  in 
Congress  is  a  not-insignificant  problem.  (Senate  Minority  Leader  Chuck 
Schumer  is  66  -  a  relative  spring  chicken.) 

Parties  are  at  their  healthiest  when  younger  people  are  helping  to  continually 
revitalize  them  with  new  personalities  and  ideas.  The  Democratic  party  -- 
particularly  in  Congress  --  is  somewhat  stagnant  on  that  front.  Which  is  why 
people  like  Sanchez  are  starting  to  speak  out  publicly.

NO  NEW  FRIENDS 
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CNN's  Ryan  Struyk  reports: 


A  new  survey  from  the  Pew  Research  Center  released  on  Thursday  shows  a 
majority  of  both  Republicans  and  Democrats  say  they  have  "just  a  few"  or  no 
friends  in  the  opposing  party. 

Almost  two  in  three  Democrats  (64%)  and  more  than  half  of  Republicans  (55%) 
say  they  have  "just  a  few"  or  "none"  when  asked  about  close  friends  who  are 
Republicans  or  Democrats,  respectively.  Only  14%  of  Republicans  say  they 
have  "a  lot"  of  friends  who  are  Democrats,  and  only  9%  of  Democrats  say  they 
have  "a  lot"  of  friends  who  are  Republicans.  Similarly,  a  majority  of  people  in 
both  parties  —  57%  of  Republicans  and  even  more,  67%  of  Democrats  —  say 
they  have  "a  lot"  of  friends  in  their  own  party.

BUMP  FIRE  STOCKS,  EXPLAINED 


In  wake  of  the  Las  Vegas  mass  shooting,  CNN's  Daniella  Diaz  looked  into 
why  Republicans  are  blaming  the  Obama  administration  for  failing  to  regulate 
bump  fire  stocks  in  2010.  She  writes: 

A  bump  fire  stock,  also  known  as  a  bump  stock,  is  a  device  that  enables 
semiautomatic  rifles  to  fire  rapidly,  like  automatic  weapons.  Twelve  of  them 
were  found  on  firearms  recovered  from  the  gunman's  hotel  room  in  Mandalay 
Bay,  said  Jill  Snyder,  special  agent  in  charge  of  the  Bureau  of  Alcohol, 
Tobacco,  Firearms  and  Explosives'  San  Francisco  field  office. 

White  House  counselor  Kellyanne  Conway  said  on  CNN  that  it's  the  fault  of  the 
Obama  administration's  ATF  for  not  regulating  the  device.  She  was  specifically 
referencing  how  in  2010,  Texas-based  Slide  Fire  pitched  the  device  to  federal 
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regulators  as  a  new  way  to  assist  people  with  disabilities  to  "bump  fire"  from  an 
AR-1 5-type  rifle. 

But  because  a  bump  stock  is  not  a  firearm,  the  A  TF  classified  it  as  firearm  part  -- 
so  the  ATF  wrote  in  a  letter  that  it  approved  it  because  it  doesn't  have  any  real 
jurisdiction  over  firearm  parts.

NOT  FAKE  TWEETS

MAR-A-LAG-NO 


CNN's  Laura  Jarrett  writes: 

The  US  Secret  Service  says  there  is  no  system  for  tracking  visitors  to  President 
Donald  Trump's  Florida  resort  at  Mar-a-Lago,  according  to  new  court  filings. 

"(T)here  is  no  system  for  keeping  track  of  presidential  visitors  at  Mar-a-Lago,  as 
there  is  at  the  White  House  complex , "  wrote  USSS  special  agent  Kim  Campbell 
in  a  court  filing  Wednesday.  "Specifically,  it  was  determined  that  there  is  no 
grouping,  listing  or  set  of  records  that  would  reflect  presidential  visitors  to  Mar-a- 
Lago.  " 


Earlier  this  summer,  a  federal  judge  in  New  York  ordered  the  Secret  Service  - 
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a  component  of  the  Department  of  Homeland  Security  -  to  complete  searches 
and  turn  over  all  records  for  Mar-a-Lago  from  January  20,  2017,  to  March  8, 
201 7.  The  Secret  Service  turned  over  a  list  of  only  22  names  of  foreign 
dignitaries  and  staffers  related  to  Japanese  Prime  Minister  Shinzo  Abe's 
February  trip  to  the  Florida  resort  in  response  -  prompting  Citizens  for 
Responsibility  and  Ethics  in  Washington  to  go  back  into  court  asking  the  judge 
to  hold  the  government  in  contempt  for  ignoring  the  court's  order.

But  gun  violence  prevention 
advocates  from  groups  including  the  Violence  Policy  Center  and  Brady  Center  have 
challenged  those  safety  claims  and  pointed  to  another  motive  for  the  push  to  deregulate

At  a  time  when  over  900  Arizonans  are  dying  every  year  from  gun  violence,  lawmakers  on 

Capitol  Hill  are  debating  a  series  of  bills  that  would  threaten  our  hard-fought  public  safety 
gains.  The  first  piece  of  legislation,  called  the  "Concealed  Carry  Reciprocity  Act,"  would 
overrule  each  state's  careful  judgments  about  how  best  to  protect  the  public.

Gun  violence  stands  out  because  it 
has  a  relatively  high  mortality  rate,  coupled  with  rock-bottom  federal  funding  compared 
with  other,  equally  deadly  conditions  such  as  sepsis,  liver  disease  and  motor  vehicle 
accidents.  That  lack  of  funding  translates  directly  into  less  research  being  done  on  how  to 
prevent  or  mitigate  gun  violence.

More  than  100,000  people  are  shot  each  year  in  the  US  at  a  total  cost  of  S2.8bn  in  hospital

Rapid-fire  gun  accessory  makers  play  to  the  edge  of  the  law 

The  AutoGlove,  the  Akins  accelerator,  and  the  np  Fire  Stock  share  much  in  common. 
All  three  devices  were  designed  as  workarounds  to  federal  laws  that  strictly  regulate 
automatic  weapons.  Each,  when  used  with  a  widely  available  semiautomatic  rifle,  allows 
the  user  to  fire  at  rates  that  can  exceed  400  rounds  per  minute. 

The  first  two,  the  Bureau  of  Alcohol,  Tobacco,  Firearms,  and  Explosives  has 
determined,  can’t  be  manufactured  or  sold  in  the  U.S.  The  third,  the  Bump  Fire  Stock,  is 
legal,  the  agency  has  said. 


That  determination  is  now  drawing  scrutiny.  On  Tuesday  night,  the  Associated  Press 
reported  that  the  suspect  in  the  Las  Vegas  mass  shooting  had  equipped  12  rifles  found 
in  his  hotel  room  with  bump  stocks.  A  New  York  Times  analysis  of  video  of  the  shooting 
suggests  the  involvement  of  such  a  device.

Reports  indicate  that  Stephen  Paddock  was  standoffish  toward  neighbors,  hadn’t 
spoken  to  his  family  in  months,  and  had  no  criminal  record. 

Now,  details  of  Paddock's  behavior  toward  his  partner  have  come  to  light. 

The  os  Angeles  Times  reports  that  employees  at  the  Starbucks  near  Paddock's  home 
in  the  Nevada  suburb  of  Mesquite  “winced”  when  he  and  girlfriend  Marilou  Danley  came 
in  for  their  regular  order. 

“He  would  glare  down  at  her  and  say  —  with  a  mean  attitude  —  ‘You  don’t  need  my 
casino  card  for  this.  I’m  paying  for  your  drink,  just  like  I’m  paying  for  you.’  Then  she 
would  softly  say,  ‘OK’  and  step  back  behind  him.  He  was  so  rude  to  her  in  front  of  us,” 
supervisor  Esperanza  Mendoza  said. 

Antisocial,  angry  behavior  and  domestic  abuse  are  considered  strong  risk  factors  for 

more  severe  violence. 


Republicans  blame  anything  but  guns 

Leaders  of  the  party  running  Washington  at  the  time  of  the  worst  mass  shooting  in 
American  history  are  avoiding  discussion  of  the  role  firearms  played  in  the  record 
casualty  count. 

On  Monday  evening,  White  House  press  secretary  Sarah  Huckabee  Sanders  said  at  a 
bridling  that  it  would  be  “premature  to  discuss  policy  when  we  don’t  know  all  the  facts  of 
what  took  place”  in  Las  Vegas.  When  a  reporter  noted  that  President  Donald  Trump 
eagerly  called  to  ban  Muslims  from  entering  the  U.S.  immediately  after  shootings  in  San 
Bernardino  and  Orlando,  Sanders  said,  “There’s  a  difference  between  being  a 
candidate  and  being  the  president.” 

She  ended  the  briefing  by  saying  Trump  is  “a  strong  supporter  of  the  Second 
Amendment  and  I  don’t  have  anything  further  at  this  point.” 
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On  Tuesday  morning,  House  Speaker  Paul  Ryan  said  that  “often,  underneath  [mass 
shootings]  is  a  diagnosis  of  mental  illness,”  and  called  for  vague  reforms  to  the 
mental  health  system.  There  have  been  no  reports  Paddock  had  a  diagnosed  mental 
illness  or  ever  spent  any  time  in  psychiatric  care. 

Conservative  Oklahoma  Senator  James  Inhofe  had  perhaps  the  most  tangential  reaction 
to  the  massacre.  Speaking  with  a  Vox  reporter,  he  blamed  the  “cultural  problem”  of 
“permissiveness,”  as  exemplified  by  sanctuary  cities.  “You  can  go  ahead  and  break 
a  law  and  you  can  come  to  a  sanctuary  city,  and  they  wouldn’t  enforce  the  laws,"  Inhofe 
said.  (Las  Vegas  may  not  qualify  as  a  sanctuary  city). 


The  long  recovery  facing  survivors 

For  the  past  six  months,  Trace  staff  reporter  Elizabeth  Van  Brocklin  has  been 
documenting  what  life  is  like  for  people  after  they  are  shot.  On  Monday,  she  reached  out 
to  gun  victims  who’d  taken  our  survey  of  survivors,  inviting  them  to  share  what  they 
remember  from  the  first  hours  and  days  after  their  injuries. 

Each  of  the  many  victims  who  responded  to  her  inquiry  was  shot  under  different 
circumstances,  and  each  suffered  different  injuries.  But  they  had  some  common 
experiences: 

•  Leaving  the  hospital  with  bullets  still  in  their  bodies.  While  treating  gunshot 
wounds,  doctors  sometimes  elect  to  leave  bullets  or  fragments  where  they  came  to 
rest.  A  bullet  may  sit  near  a  sensitive  area,  like  an  artery  or  vertebra,  and 
retrieving  it  could  cause  further  damage. 

•  Feeling  consumed  by  pain.  Physical  anguish  is  a  hallmark  of  most  gunshot 
injuries.  “You  have  nothing  to  distract  you,”  said  Iris  Sherman,  who  spent  the  nights 
immediately  after  she  was  a  shot  in  a  recliner  to  elevate  her  injured  leg.  She  says 
she  tried  hypnosis,  relaxation  techniques,  and  melatonin,  none  to  great  effect. 

•  Struggling  under  the  media  glare.  A  survivor  of  a  high-profile  shooting  recalled 
contending  with  the  inquiries  of  journalists.  Bruce  Johnson  was  shot  by  a 
classmate  in  1975.  “I  was  on  a  stretcher  being  carried  out  of  the  building  I  was  shot 
in,  my  shirt  was  off,  and  there  was  a  camera  in  my  face,"  he  told  Elizabeth.  "I 
flipped  the  camera  guy  the  bird.  I  never  got  my  picture  in  the  paper."

For  those  who  would  tear  down  or  support  tearing  down  statues  in  their  vain  attempt  to  conceal  or  alter 
history,  here  is  more  of  what  most  folks  don't  know  about  Robert  E.  Lee.  This  was  written  by 
in  "The  Patriot  Post,"  9/20/17;  I  had  a  serious  brain  cramp  and  misplaced  it  temporarily.

Clearly,  the  number  of  Americans  who  understand  the  importance  of  our  history  is  far  greater  than 
those  who  don’t. 


Given  that  the  monumental  ignorance  in  Charlottesville  began  over  a  lack  of  appreciation  for  the 
historical  standing  of  Robert  E.  Lee  by  a  gaggle  of  loudmouth  Demo-gogues  and  their  cadres  of  useful 
idiots  —  those  who  embrace  the  notion  that  ignorance  is  virtuous  —  what  follows  are  a  few  brief 
chapters  of  Lee’s  history  that  none  of  them  have  ever  read,  and  that  none  of  them  would  want  you  to  read 
now. 

Alter  his  surrender  at  Appomattox,  Gen.  Lee  wrote  to  Gen.  P.G.T.  Beauregard:  "1  need  not  tell  you  that 
true  patriotism  sometimes  requires  of  men  to  act  exactly  contrary,  at  one  period,  to  that  which  it  does  at 
another,  and  the  motive  which  impels  them  —  the  desire  to  do  right  —  is  precisely  the  same.  The 
circumstances  that  govern  their  actions  change,  and  their  conduct  must  conform  to  the  new  order  of 
things.  History  is  full  of  illustrations  of  this:  Washington  himself  is  an  example.  At  one  time,  he  fought  in 
the  service  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain;  at  another,  he  fought  with  the  French  at  Yorktown,  under  the 
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orders  of  the  Continental  Congress  of  America,  against  him.  lie  has  not  been  branded  by  the  world  with 
reproach  for  this,  but  his  course  has  been  applauded." 


After  the  war,  when  Lee  became  president  of  Washington  College  (renamed  Washington  and  Lee  after 
his  death),  most  of  the  funding  to  restore  operations  of  the  institution  came  from  Lee's  Union  admirers  in 
New  York  and  other  northern  states. 

In  fact,  according  to  biographer  Douglas  Southall  Freeman,  a  New  York-based  insurance  company 
offered  I  ee  $10,000  just  to  use  his  name  —  an  offer  few  others  would  have  refused  at  the  time  but  which 
Lee  did  refuse: 

"The  repeated  business  offers  that  came  to  him  seem  to  have  awakened  no  yearnings.  Nothing  appears  in 
his  correspondence  to  show  any  desire  on  the  part  of  any  member  of  the  family  that  he  accept  the  post  of 
supervisor  of  agencies  of  the  Knickerbocker  I  ife  Insurance  Company,  a  position  pressed  on  him  in  the 
winter  of  1868-69  at  the  then  dazzling  salary  of  Si  0,000.  Not  a  flutter  was  aroused  in  the  president's 
house,  so  far  as  one  may  now  judge,  by  rumors  that  he  might  be  named  president  of  the  Chesapeake  and 
Ohio  Railroad." 

Upon  Lee's  death  on  October  12,  1870,  at  the  age  of  63.  the  New  York  Herald  offered  this  eulogy: 

"For  not  to  the  Southern  people  alone  shall  be  limited  the  tribute  of  a  tear  over  the  dead  Virginian.  Here 
in  the  North,  forgetting  that  the  time  was  when  the  sword  of  Robert  Edward  Lee  was  drawn  against  us, 
forgetting  and  forgiving  all  the  years  of  bloodshed  and  agony,  we  have  long  since  ceased  to  look  upon 
him  as  the  Confederate  leader,  but  have  claimed  him  as  one  of  ourselves;  have  cherished  and  fell  proud 
of  his  military  genius  as  belonging  to  us;  have  recounted  and  recorded  his  triumphs  as  our  own;  have 
extolled  his  virtue  as  reflecting  upon  us  for  Robert  Edward  Lee  was  an  American,  and  the  great  nation 
which  gave  him  birth  would  be  to-day  unworthy  of  such  a  son  if  she  regarded  him  lightly. ...  I  le 
conquered  us  in  misfortune  by  the  grand  manner  in  which  he  sustained  himself,  even  as  he  dazzled  us  by 
his  genius  when  the  tramp  of  his  soldiers  resounded  through  the  valleys  of  Virginia.  And  for  such  a  man 
we  are  all  tears  and  sorrow  to-day. ...  As  a  slaveholder,  he  was  beloved  by  his  slaves  for  his  kindness  and 
consideration  toward  them. ...  In  his  death  our  country  has  lost  a  son  of  whom  she  might  well  be  proud, 
and  for  whose  services  she  might  have  stood  in  need  had  he  lived  a  few  years  longer,  for  we  are  certain 
that,  had  occasion  required  it,  General  Lee  would  have  given  to  the  United  Stales  the  benefit  of  all  his 
great  talents." 
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He  was  similarly  eulogized  in  Europe. 

According  to  the  London  Standard: 

"Few  are  the  generals  who  have  earned,  since  history  began,  a  greater  military  reputation;  still  fewer  are 
the  men  of  similar  eminence,  civil  or  military,  whose  personal  qualities  would  bear  comparison  with  his. 
The  bitterest  enemies  of  his  country  hardly  dared  to  whisper  a  word  against  the  character  of  her  most 
distinguished  general,  while  neutrals  regarded  him  with  an  admiration  for  his  deeds  and  respect  for  his 
lofty  and  unselfish  nature,  which  almost  grew  into  veneration,  and  his  own  countrymen  learned  to  look 
up  to  him  with  as  much  confidence  and  esteem  as  they  ever  felt  for  Washington.  No  one  pretending  to 
understand  in  the  least,  either  the  general  principles  of  military  science  or  the  particular  conditions  of  the 
American  war,  doubts  that  General  Lee  gave  higher  proofs  of  military  genius  and  soldiership  than  any  of 
his  opponents.  He  was  outnumbered  from  first  to  last;  and  all  his  victories  were  gained  against  greatly 
superior  forces,  and.  with  troops  deficient  in  every  necessary  of  war  except  courage  and  discipline. 
Never,  perhaps,  was  so  much  achieved  against  odds  so  terrible.  Always  outnumbered,  always  opposed  to 
a  foe  abundantly  supplied  with  food,  transports,  ammunition,  clothing  and  all  that  was  wanting  to  his 
own  men,  he  was  always  able  to  make  courage  and  skill  supply  the  deficiency  of  strength  and  supplies. 
Truer  greatness,  a  loftier  nature,  a  spirit  more  merciful,  a  character  purer,  more  chivalrous,  the  world  has 
rarely,  if  ever,  known.  Of  stainless  hue  and  deep  religious  feeling,  yet  free  from  all  taint  of  cant  and 
fanaticism,  and  as  dear  and  congenial  to  the  cavalier  Stuart  as  to  the  puritan  Stonewall  Jackson; 
unambitious,  but  ready  to  sacrifice  all  to  the  call  of  duty;  devoted  to  his  cause,  yet  never  moved  by  his 
feelings  beyond  the  line  prescribed  by  his  judgment;  never  provoked  by  just  resentment  to  punish  wanton 
cruelty  by  reprisals  which  would  have  given  a  character  of  needless  savagery  to  the  war;  both  North  and 
South  owe  a  deep  debt  of  gratitude  to  him,  and  the  time  will  come  when  both  will  be  equally  proud  of 
him. ...  A  country  which  has  given  birth  to  men  like  him  may  look  the  chivalry  of  Europe  in  the  face 
w  ithout  shame,  for  the  fatherlands  of  Sidney  and  of  Bayard  never  produced  a  nobler  soldier,  gentleman 
and  Christian  than  Robert  Edward  Lee." 

And  finally,  reflecting  on  the  character  of  the  man  in  battle,  there  is  this  extraordinary  account  about  a 
Union  soldier's  contact  with  Gen.  Lee,  as  related  by  Confederate  Brig.  Gen.  A.L.  Long  and  Union  Brig. 
Gen.  M.J.  Wright  in  their  "Memoirs  of  Robert  E.  Lee": 


"We  cannot  better  end  this  somewhat  extended  chapter  than  by  presenting  the  following  incident,  which 
is  so  consonant  with  ...  the  character  of  General  Lee  that  no  better  voucher  for  its  complete  truth  could  be 
offered. ...  It  is  a  story  told  by  an  old  'Grand  Army'  man..." 

"1  was  at  the  battle  of  Gettysburg  myself. ...  1  had  been  a  most  bitter  anti-South  man  and  fought  and 
cursed  the  Confederates  desperately.  I  could  see  nothing  good  in  any  of  them.  The  last  day  of  the  fight  I 
was  badly  wounded.  A  ball  shattered  my  left  leg.  I  lay  on  the  ground  not  far  from  Cemetery  Ridge,  and  as 
General  Lee  ordered  his  retreat  he  and  his  officers  rode  near  me.  As  they  came  along  I  recognized  him, 
and,  though  faint  from  exposure  and  loss  of  blood,  I  raised  up  my  hands,  looked  Lee  in  the  face,  and 
shouted  as  loud  as  I  could.  'Hurrah  for  the  Union!'  The  general  heard  me,  looked,  stopped  his  horse, 
dismounted,  and  came  toward  me.  1  confess  that  I  at  first  thought  he  meant  to  kill  me.  But  as  he  came  up 
he  looked  down  at  me  with  such  a  sad  expression  on  his  face  that  all  fear  left  me,  and  I  wondered  what 
he  was  about,  lie  extended  his  hand  to  me,  and  grasping  mine  firmly  and  looking  right  into  my  eyes,  said, 
'My  son.  I  hope  you  will  soon  be  well.'  If  1  live  to  be  a  thousand  years  I  shall  never  forget  the  expression 
of  General  Lee's  face.  There  he  was,  defeated,  retiring  from  a  field  that  had  cost  him  and  his  cause  almost 
their  last  hope,  yet  he  stopped  to  say  words  like  those  to  a  wounded  soldier  of  the  opposition  who  had 
taunted  him  as  he  passed  by.  As  soon  as  the  general  left  me  I  cried  myself  to  sleep  there  upon  the  bloody 
ground." 

These  observations  reflect  the  true  character  and  historical  significance  of  the  man  represented  by  those 
statues  and  monuments.  Indeed,  this  explains  the  reluctance  of  many  Americans  to  allow  the  removal  or 
the  shrouding  —  the  "burqanization,"  if  you  will  —  of  our  history. 

On  the  importance  of  our  history,  and  on  the  abject  absurdity  of  attempting  to  erase  it,  I  have  often  cited 
20th  century  philosopher  George  Santayana,  who  concluded  in  his  treatise.  "The  Life  of  Reason": 
"Progress,  far  from  consisting  in  change,  depends  on  retentiveness.  When  experience  is  not  retained,  as 
among  savages,  infancy  is  perpetual.  Those  who  cannot  remember  the  past  are  condemned  to  repeat  it." 

Aldous  I  luxley,  author  of  the  dystopian  novel  "Brave  New  World,"  noted,  "That  men  do  not  learn  very 
much  from  the  lessons  of  history  is  the  most  important  of  all  the  lessons  of  history." 

And  so  it  goes  at  UVA  and  other  once-greal  academic  institutions  across  our  nation,  where  moronic 
identity  politics  lakes  precedent  over  knowledge  and  truth.

This  is  in  reference  to  your  submission  and  accompanying  letter  to  the  Firearms  Technology 
Branch  (FTB),  Bureau  of  Alcohol,  Tobacco,  Firearms  and  Explosives  (ATF),  asking  for  an 
evaluation  of  a  replacement  shoulder  stock  for  an  AR-1 5  type  rifle.  Your  letter  advises  that  the 
stock  (referenced  in  this  reply  as  a  “bump-stock”)  is  intended  to  assist  persons  whose  hands  have 
limited  mobility  to  “bump-fire”  an  AR-1 5  type  rifle.  Your  submission  includes  the  following:  a 
block  to  replace  the  pistol  grip  while  providing  retention  for  the  selector  stop  spring;  a  hollow 
shoulder  stock  intended  to  be  installed  over  the  rear  of  an  AR-1 5  fitting  with  a  sliding-stock  type 
buffer-tube  assembly;  and  a  set  of  assembly  instiuctions. 

The  FTB  evaluation  confirmed  that  the  submitted  stock  (see  enclosed  photos)  does  attach  to  the 
rear  of  an  AR-1 5  type  rifle  which  has  been  fitted  with  a  sliding  shoulder-stock  type  buffer-tube 
assembly.  The  stock  has  no  automatically  functioning  mechanical  parts  or  springs  and  performs 
no  automatic  mechanical  function  when  installed.  In  order  to  use  the  installed  device,  the 
shooter  must  apply  constant  forward  pressure  with  the  non-shooting  hand  and  constant  rearward 
pressure  with  the  shooting  hand.  Accordingly,  we  find  that  the  “bump-stock”  is  a  firearm  part 
and  is  not  regulated  as  a  firearm  under  Gun  Control  Act  or  the  National  Firearms  Act. 

Per  your  telephoned  instructions,  we  will  contact  you  separately  to  make  return  delivery 
arrangements.

This  is  in  reference  to  your  submitted  item,  as  well  as  accompanying  correspondence,  to  the 
Bureau  of  Alcohol,  Tobacco,  Firearms  and  Explosives  (ATF),  Firearms  Technology  Branch 
(FTB).  This  item,  consisting  of  a  metal  type  shoulder  stock,  was  submitted  with  a  request  for 
classification  under  the  Gun  Control  Act  (GCA)  and  National  Firearms  Act  (NFA), 


As  background  information,  the  NFA,  26  U.S.C.  Section  5845(b),  defines  “macfainegun”  as  - 

"...any  weapon  which  shoots,  is  designed  to  shoot,  or  can  be  readily  restored  to  shoot, 
automatically  more  than  one  shot,  without  manual  reloading,  by  a  single  function  of  the  trigger. 
The  term  shall  also  include  the  frame  or  receiver  of  any  such  weapon,  any  part  designed  and 
intended  solely  and  exclusively,  or  combination  of  parts  designed  and  intended,  for  use  in 
converting  a  weapon  into  a  machinegun,  and  any  combination  of parts  from  which  a 
machinegun  can  be  assembled  if  such  parts  are  in  the  possession  or  under  the  control  of  a 
person'' 


The  device  submitted  for  evaluation  consists  of  the  following: 


•  Two  sections  of  square  metal  tubing,  the  exterior  tube  measuring  approximately 

10  x  1-1/2  x  1-1/2  inches.  Additionally,  a  flat  piece  of  metal  similar  in  shape  to  a  butt 
plate  is  welded  to  the  rear  of  the  exterior  tube. 

•  An  interior  tube  measuring  approximately  12-9/16  x  1-1/4  x  1  -1/4  inches. 

•  A  flat  piece  of  metal  measuring  4-3/4  x  1-3/8  x  3/16  inches  attached  by  means  of  welding 
to  the  bottom  and  located  on  the  front  of  the  exterior  tubing. 

•  A  cylindrically  shaped  section  of  pipe  that  acts  as  pistol  grip  and  is  attached  to  the 
previously  described  flat  piece  of  metal  by  means  of  welding.  It  measures  approximately 
4-1/8  inches  in  length  and  1-5/16  inches  in  diameter. 

•  A  support  bar  attached  to  the  pistol  grip  and  butt  plate  by  means  of  welding.  It  measures 
approximately  1 1-1/4  x  13/16  x  3/8  inches. 

•  Interior  tubing  that  has  been  drilled  and  tapped  for  two  oval  head  screws  which  are 
located  on  the  left  and  right  side.  These  screws  are  used  to  stop  the  rearward  movement 
after  a  short  distance  of  travel.  Additionally,  two  holes  have  been  drilled  and  tapped  into 
the  top  of  the  interior  tube  which  allow  attachment  of  the  device  to  an  AK-type  rifle.

•  An  exterior-tube  slot  (1-3/16  inches)  milled  on  the  bottom,  approximately  4-3/16  inches 
from  the  front  of  the  tube.  The  interior  tubing  has  a  hole  drilled  and  tapped  to  accept  an 
oval  head  screw.  This  screw  supports  the  two  previously  mentioned  stop  screws  on  the 
interior  tubing.  It  also  stops  the  forward  travel  of  the  interior  tubing  after  a  short  distance 
of  travel. 

To  install  this  shoulder-stock  device  on  an  AK-type  rifle,  the  shoulder  stock  and  independent 
pistol  grip  has  to  be  removed.  Next,  the  front  of  the  interior  tube  has  to  be  inserted  into  the 
interior  cavity  of  the  receiver  of  the  AK-type  rifle,  and  the  attachment  screws  installed. 

The  FTB  live-fire  testing  of  the  submitted  device  indicates  that  if,  as  a  shot  is  fired,  an 
intermediate  amount  of  pressure  is  applied  to  the  fore-end  with  the  support  hand,  the  shoulder 
stock  device  will  recoil  rearward  far  enough  to  allow  the  trigger  to  mechanically  reset.

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Included  in  the  box  is  a  rifle  stock  that  I  had  made  for  my  standard  AR-15  rifle.  I 
have  included  an  instruction  pamphlet  explaining  how  to  install  the  stock  on  a 
standard  AR-15  rifle.  The  stock  has  a  finger  rest  located  on  the  left  side  of  the 
pistol  grip.  There  is  also  a  two  position  switch  that  locks  the  stock  in  place  or 
allows  the  stock  to  slide  a  Ys"  when  bump-firing.  I  have  found  that  this  is  much 
safer  than  just  removing  the  locking  pin  on  my  standard  rifle  stock,  and  this  also 
allows  me  to  properly  hold  the  rifle  when  I  am  shooting.  It  also  has  the  added 
benefit  of  allowing  someone  with  limited  mobility  in  their  fingers  the  ability  to  use 
their  off-hand  to  assist  them  in  firing  the  rifle.  This  is  an  alternative  to  the 


standard  rifle  stock,  but  I  wanted  to  ensure  that  it  was  not  violating  any  Federal 
laws.  If  you  would  please  review  the  rifle  stock  and  inform  me  of  your  decision  I 


would  greatly  appreciate  it.  You  may  contact  me  at  the  above  listed  address  or

For  your  stock  to  function  in  the  manner 
intended,  it  has  to  be  attached  to  an  AR-15  type  platform  that  is  assembled  with  a  collapsible- 
stock  receiver  extension.  Along  with  the  shoulder  stock,  you  have  submitted  what  you  have 
identified  as  a  “receiver  module.”  This  module  is  a  plastic  block  approximately  1-5/16  inches 
high,  about  1-3/8  inches  long,  and  approximately  7/8-inch  wide.  Additionally,  there  are  two 
extensions,  one  on  each  side,  that  are  designed  to  travel  in  the  two  slots  configured  on  the 
shoulder  stock.  The  receiver  module  replaces  the  AR-15  pistol  grip. 

Further,  the  submitted  custom  shoulder  stock  incorporates  a  pistol  grip.  This  grip  section  has  a 
cavity  for  the  receiver  module  to  move  forward  and  backward.  Additionally,  two  slots  have  been 
cut  for  the  receiver  module  extensions  to  travel  in.  The  upper  section  of  the  shoulder  stock  is 
designed  to  encapsulate  the  collapsible  receiver  extension.

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This  is  in  reference  to  your  sample,  as  well  as  accompanying  correspondence,  which  was 
submitted  to  the  Firearms  Technology  Branch  (FTB),  Bureau  of  Alcohol,  Tobacco,  Firearms  and 
Explosives  (ATF).  The  sample,  consisting  of  a  replacement  “bump  fire”  type  stock  designed  for 
use  with  a  semiautomatic  AK-pattem  type  rifle,  was  furnished  to  FTB  with  a  request  for 
classification  under  Federal  firearms  laws.  (As  received,  the  left-side  wall  of  this  stock  was 
cracked.) 


As  you  know,  the  National  Firearms  Act  (NFA),  26  U.S.C.  §  5845(b),  defines  the  term 
“machinegun”  as — 

. .  .any  weapon  which  shoots,  is  designed  to  shoot,  or  can  be  readily  restored  to  shoot, 
automatically  more  than  one  shot,  without  manual  reloading,  by  a  single  function  of  the  trigger. 
The  term  shall  also  include  the  frame  or  receiver  of  any  such  weapon,  any  part  designed  and 
intended  solely  and  exclusively,  or  combination  of  parts  designed  and  intended,  for  use  in 
converting  a  weapon  into  a  machinegun,  and  any  combination  of parts  from  which  a 
machinegun  can  be  assembled  if  such  parts  are  in  the  possession  or  under  the  control  of  a 
person. 

Further,  ATF  Ruling  2006-2  describes  a  device  that  is  designed  and  intended  to  accelerate  the 
rate  of  fire  of  a  semiautomatic  weapon  and  classifies  it  as  follows: 


Held,  a  device  ( consisting  of  a  block  replacing  the  original  manufacturer 's  V-Block  of  a  Ruger 
10/22  rifle  with  two  attached  rods  approximately  V*  inch  in  diameter  and  approximately  6  inches 
in  length;  a  second  block,  approximately  3  inches  long,  I  Vs  inches  wide,  and  %  inch  high, 
machined  to  allow  the  two  guide  rods  of  the  first  block  to  pass  through;  the  second  block 
supporting  the  guide  rods  and  attached  to  the  stock;  using  '/*  inch  rods;  metal  washers;  rubber 
and  metal  bushings;  two  collars  with  set  screws;  one  coiled  spring;  C-clamps:  a  split  ring;  the 
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two  blocks  assembled  together  with  the  composite  stock)  that  is  designed  to  attach  to  a  firearm 
and,  when  activated  by  a  single  pull  of  the  trigger,  initiates  an  automatic  firing  cycle  that 
continues  until  either  the  finger  is  released  or  the  ammunition  supply  is  exhausted  is  a 
machinegun  under  the  NFA,  26  U.S.C.  5845(b),  and  the  ...[Gun  Control  Act:  GCA]...  18  U.S.C. 
921(a)(23). 

The  submitted  device  (also  see  enclosure)  incorporates  the  following  features  or  characteristics: 

•  A  plastic  block  which  is  designed  to  be  inserted  into  the  rear  section  of  a  stamped  AK- 
type  receiver  and  secures  the  “burst  stock”  to  the  remainder  of  the  weapon  utilizing  the 
factory  tang  of  the  AKM  rifle.  This  block  is  attached  to  a  pistol-like  assembly  which 
reciprocates  within  a  hollow  metal  buffer-style  tube  attached  to  the  rear  section  of  your 
stock. 

•  A  collapsible  AR- 1 5  style  shoulder  stock. 

•  An  attached  pistol  grip  assembly. 

•  Two  screws  used  to  secure  your  stock  to  the  AKM  rifle. 

•  The  stock’s  lack  of  any  operating  springs,  bands,  or  other  devices  which  would  permit 
automatic  firing. 

Your  stock  is  designed  to  allow  the  AKM-type  semiautomatic  rifle  mounted  to  it  to  reciprocate 
back  and  forth  in  a  linear  motion.  The  absence  of  an  accelerator  spring  or  similar  component  in 
the  submitted  device  prevents  it  from  operating  automatically  as  described  in  ATF  Ruling 
2006-2.  When  operated,  forward  pressure  must  be  applied  to  the  forward  handguard/fore-cnd  of 
the  AKM  rifle  mounted  to  your  stock  with  the  support  hand,  bringing  the  receiver  assembly 
forward  to  a  point  where  the  trigger  can  be  pulled  by  the  firing  hand.  If  sufficient  forward 
pressure  is  not  applied  to  the  handguard  with  the  support  hand,  the  rifle  can  be  fired  in  a 
conventional  semiautomatic  manner  since  the  reciprocation  of  the  receiver  assembly  is 
eliminated. 

The  FTB  examination  of  the  submitted  device  indicates  that  if,  as  a  shot  is  fired  and  a  sufficient 
amount  of  pressure  is  applied  to  the  handguard/gripping  surface  with  the  shooter’s  support  hand, 
the  AKM  rifle  assembly  will  come  forward  until  the  trigger  re-contacts  the  shooter’s  stationary 
firing-hand  trigger  finger,  allowing  a  subsequent  shot  to  be  fired.  In  this  manner,  the  shooter 
pulls  the  receiver  assembly  forward  to  fire  each  shot,  each  shot  being  fired  by  a  single  function 
of  the  trigger. 

Since  your  device  does  not  initiate  an  automatic  firing  cycle  by  a  single  function  of  the  trigger, 
FTB  finds  that  it  is  NOT  a  machinegun  under  the  NFA,  26  U.S.C.  5845(b),  or  the  GCA,  18 
U.S.C.  921(a)(23). 
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We  caution  that  our  findings  are  based  on  the  item  as  submitted.  Any  changes  to  its  design 
features  or  characteristics  will  void  this  classification.  Moreover,  we  should  point  out  that  the 
addition  of  an  accelerator  spring  or  any  other  non-manual  source  of  energy  which  allows  this 
device  to  operate  automatically  as  described  in  Ruling  2006-2  will  result  in  the  manufacture  of  a 
machinegun  as  defined  in  the  NFA,  26  U.S.C.  5845(b).

As  you  may  be  aware,  the  amended  Gun  Control  Act  of  1968, 18  U.S.C.  §  921(a)(3), 
defines  the  term  “firearm"  to  include  ...any  weapon  (including  a  starter  gun)  which  will 
or  is  designed  to  or  may  be  readily  converted  to  expel  a  projectile  by  the  action  of  an 
explosive...  [and]  ...the  frame  or  receiver  of  any  such  weapon.... 

Further,  the  National  Firearms  Act  (NFA),  26  U.S.C.  §  5845(b),  defines  “machinegun”  as 
follows: 

...any  weapon  which  shoots,  is  designed  to  shoot,  or  can  be  readily  restored  to  shoot 
automatically  more  than  one  shot,  without  manual  reloading,  by  a  single  function  of  the 
trigger.

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We  caution  that  if  the  manufacture  of  this  item  would  result  in  the  assembly  of  a 
“machinegun”  as  defined  by  the  NFA,FTB  could  neither  solicit  nor  sanction  its  unlawful 
production.  Also,  you  should  confirm  that  the  manufacture  of  this  device  does  not  violate 
any  State  or  local  laws  and  ordnances, 

In  conclusion,  if  the  FTB  evaluation  were  to  determine  that  the  submitted  sample  is  a 
“machinegun”  as  defined  in  the  NFA,  we  would  be  unable  to  return  it  unless  you  are  a 
licensed  manufacturer  and  have  paid  the  special  occupational  tax  (“SOT’).  Conversely, 
if  FTB  finds  that  the  sample  is  not  a  “machinegun”  as  defined,  it  would  be  returned  to 
you  as  soon  as  our  Branch  has  received  either  a  FedEx  (or  alternate  carrier)  account 
number  to  which  the  return  can  be  billed,  or  a  prepaid  return  label.

Specifically,  you  ask  FTISB  to  evaluate  your  prototype  design 
and  determine  its  classification  under  Federal  law.

“. .  .(A)  any  weapon  (including  a  starter  gun)  which  will  or  is  designed  to  or  may  readily  be  converted 
to  expel  a  projectile  by  the  action  of  an  explosive;  (B)  the  frame  or  receiver  of  any  such  weapon;  (C) 
any  firearm  muffler  or  firearm  silencer;  or  (D)  any  destructive  device.  Such  term  does  not  include  an 
antique  firearm.”

This  is  a  follow-up 
design  from  a  previous  submission  (907020:MRC  3311/302558)  that  FTISB  classified  as  a 
machinegun. 

Your  submission  consists  of  the  following  components: 
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•  Rifle  stock/Gun  support 

•  Pivot  toggle 

•  Shuttle  link 

•  Shuttle 

•  Forward  actuator 

You  provided  the  prototype  shown  below:

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Assembled  with  Ruger  10/22  barreled  action 


Your  prototype  is  designed  in  a  manner  that  for  firing  requires  the  shooter  (if  right  handed)  to  grip  the 
forward  pistol  style  grip  with  their  left  hand.  The  right  hand  will  grip  the  rearward  pistol  grip 
requiring  that  the  shooter  place  his/her  trigger  finger  on  the  extension  incorporated  into  the  grip.  The 
left  forefinger  will  pull  the  forward  actuator  rearward  causing  the  10/22  barreled  action  to  move 
forward  until  the  Ruger  10/22  trigger  contacts  the  shooters  trigger  finger  and  a  projectile  is  expelled 
from  the  firearm  barrel. 

When  a  shot  is  fired,  an  intermediate  amount  of  pressure  is  applied  to  the  forward  actuator  with  the 
left  hand  forefinger,  and  the  barreled  action  via  the  shuttle  recoils  sufficiently  rearward  to  allow  the 
trigger  to  mechanically  reset.  Continued  intermediate  pressure  applied  to  the  forward  actuator  will 
then  pull  the  receiver  assembly  forward  until  the  trigger  re-contacts  the  shooter’s  stationary  firing- 
hand  finger,  allowing  a  subsequent  shot  to  be  fired.  In  this  manner,  the  shooter  pulls  the  firearm 
forward  to  fire  each  shot  so  that  the  action  of  firing  is  accomplished  by  a  single  trigger  function. 
Further,  each  subsequent  shot  depends  on  the  shooter  applying  the  appropriate  amount  of  forward 
pressure  to  the  forward  actuator  and  timing  it  to  contact  the  trigger-finger  on  the  firing  hand. 

As  stated  above,  the  NFA  defines  machinegun,  in  relevant  part,  as  “any  weapon  which 
shoots. .  .automatically  more  than  one  shot,  without  manual  reloading,  by  a  single  function  of  the 
trigger.”  ATF  has  long  held  that  a  “single  function  of  the  trigger”  is  a  single  “pull”  or  a  single 
“release”  of  the  trigger.  Therefore,  a  firearm  that  fires  a  single  projectile  upon  a  pull  of  the  trigger 
and  then  fires  another  single  projectile  upon  the  release  of  that  trigger  would  not  be  classified  as  a 
“machinegun”  under  Federal  law. 
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Since  your  device  is  incapable  of  initiating  an  automatic  firing  cycle  that  continues  until  either  the 
finger  is  released  or  the  ammunition  supply  is  exhausted, jFTISB  finds  that  it  is  not  a  machinegun  as 
defined  under  the  NFA,  26  U.S.C.  §  5845(b),  or  the  Gun  Control  Act,  1 8  U.S.C.  §  921(a)(23). 

Please  be  advised  that  our  findings  are  based  on  the  item  as  submitted.  Any  changes  to  its  design 
features  or  characteristics  will  void  this  classification.  Further,  we  caution  that  the  addition  of  an 
accelerator  spring  or  any  other  non-manual  source  of  energy  which  allows  this  device  to  operate 
automatically  as  described  will  result  in  the  manufacture  of  a  machinegun  as  defined  in  the  NFA,  § 
5845(b).

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This  refers  to  your  correspondence,  and  sample  AR1 5-type  “Bump  Fire  Stock”  to  the  Bureau  of 
Alcohol,  Tobacco,  Firearms,  and  Explosives  (ATF),  Firearms  Technology  Industry  Services 
Branch  (FTISB),  in  which  you  ask  for  a  review  of  your  sample  device  and  if  it  would  be 
regulated  by  the  provisions  of  the  Gun  Control  Act  of  1968  (GCA)  or  the  National  Firearms  Act 
(NFA). 


As  background  to  our  evaluation,  the  amended  Gun  Control  Act  of  1968  (GCA),  18  U.S.C. 

§  921(a)(3),  defines  the  term  “firearm”  to  include  any  weapon  (including  a  starter  gun)  which 
will  or  is  designed  to  or  may  be  readily  converted  to  expel  a  projectile  by  the  action  of  an 
explosive. ..[and]  ...the  frame  or  receiver  of  any  such  weapon.... 

Further,  the  National  Firearms  Act  (NFA),  26  U.S.C.  §  5845(b),  defines  “machinegun”  to  mean 

...any  weapon  which  shoots,  is  designed  to  shoot,  or  can  be  readily  restored  to  shoot, 
automatically  more  than  one  shot,  without  manual  reloading,  by  a  single  function  of  the  trigger. 
The  term  shall  also  include  the  frame  or  receiver  of  any  such  weapon,  any  part  designed  and 
intended  solely  and  exclusively,  or  combination  of  parts  designed  and  intended,  for  use  in 
converting  a  weapon  into  a  machinegun,  and  any  combination  of parts  from  which  a 
machinegun  can  be  assembled  if  such  parts  are  in  the  possession  or  under  the  control  of  a 
person. 

Your  bump  fire  grip  device  consists  of  the  following: 

One  AR-style  pistol  grip  that  it  attached  to  and  adjustable  buttstock  by  a  flat  metal  bar  bent  to 
contour  to  the  buttstock.  The  pistol  grip  has  two  plastic  pieces  attached  by  small  screws,  one  is 
the  extension  for  resting  your  finger  on  while  firing  and  the  other  is  a  shield  to  prevent  the  pistol 
grip  from  pinching  the  grip  fingers  of  the  firing  hand. 
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Your  stock  is  designed  to  allow  an  AR-type  semiautomatic  rifle  mounted  to  it  to  reciprocate  back 
and  forth  in  a  linear  motion.  The  absence  of  an  accelerator  spring  or  similar  component  in  the 
submitted  device  prevents  it  from  operating  automatically.  When  operated,  forward  pressure 
must  be  applied  with  the  support  hand  to  the  forward  handguard/fore-end  of  the  AR-type  rifle 
mounted  to  your  stock,  bringing  the  receiver  assembly  forward  to  a  point  where  the  trigger  can 
be  pulled  by  the  firing  hand.  If  sufficient  forward  pressure  is  not  applied  to  the  handguard  with 
the  support  hand,  the  rifle  can  be  fired  in  a  conventional,  semiautomatic  manner  since  the 
reciprocation  of  the  receiver  assembly  is  eliminated. 

The  FT1SB  examination  of  the  submitted  device  indicates  that  if  as  a  shot  is  fired — and  a 
sufficient  amount  of  pressure  is  applied  to  the  handguard/gripping  surface  with  the  shooter’s 
support  hand — the  AR-type  rifle  assembly  will  come  forward  until  the  trigger  re-contacts  the 
shooter’s  stationary  firing-hand  trigger  finger:  Re-contacting  allows  the  firing  of  a  subsequent 
shot.  In  this  manner,  the  shooter  pulls  the  receiver  assembly  forward  to  fire  each  shot,  each 
succeeding  shot  firing  with  a  single  trigger  function. 

Since  your  device  does  not  initiate  an  automatic  firing  cycle  by  a  single  function  of  the  trigger, 
FTISB  finds  that  it  is  NOT  a  machinegun  under  the  NFA,  26  U.S.C.  §  5845(b),  or  the  amended 
GCA,  18  U.S.C.  §921(a)(23). 

We  caution  that  our  findings  are  based  on  the  item  as  submitted.  Any  changes  to  its  design 
features  or  characteristics  will  void  this  classification.  Moreover,  we  should  point  out  that  the 
addition  of  an  accelerator  spring  or  any  other  non-manual  source  of  energy  which  allows  this 
device  to  operate  automatically  will  result  in  the  manufacture  of  a  “machinegun”  as  defined  in 
the  NFA,  5845(b).

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This  refers  to  your  correspondence  to  the  Firearms  Technology  Branch  (FTB),  Bureau  of 
Alcohol,  Tobacco  and  Firearms  (ATF),  with  an  accompanying  sample  “ASFS  Stock”  and 
magazine,  requesting  an  evaluation  in  accordance  18  U.S.C.  921(aX3)  and  26  U.S.C.  5845(a). 
As  explained  below,  the  evaluation  of  your  submitted  ASFS  Stock  (photo  enclosed)  finds  that  it 
is  a  combination  of  parts  designed  and  intended  to  convert  a  firearm  into  a  machinegun. 


The  examination  conducted  by  FTB  noted  that  the  stock  consisted  of  a  large  main  outer  shell,  a 
rear  shoulder  pad,  a  right-side  dust  cover,  two  vertical  grip  assemblies,  guide-rail  mounting 
blocks,  guide  rails,  and  a  retractable  trigger  cross-pin.  The  main  shell  and  dust  cover  encase  the 
firearm  (a  semiautomatic  WASR-10  type)  and  guide-rail  mounting  blocks.  The  shell  also 
incorporates  an  extension  which  covers  the  encased  firearm’s  trigger  and  provides  attachment  for 
the  retractable  trigger  cross-pin.  The  mounting  blocks  are  attached  to  the  interior  of  the  main 
shell,  and  the  guide  rails  are  attached,  connecting  the  encased  firearm  to  the  outer  shell  at  both 
the  rear  and  near  the  firearm’s  midpoint.  One  vertical  grip  is  attached  to  the  bottom  of  the  main 
shell  at  the  shell’s  forward  end,  and  the  other  vertical  grip  is  attached  to  the  bottom  of  the 
forward  end  of  the  firearm's  barrel.  When  assembled  onto  the  firearm,  the  cross  pin  engages  the 
enclosed  WASR-10  trigger,  and  the  forward  vertical  grip  becomes  the  trigger  used  to  initiate  the 
firing  sequence. 


The  firing  sequence  is  initiated  by  the  shooter  pushing  forward  on  the  forward-most  vertical  grip 
while  the  shooter’s  other  hand  maintains  control  of  the  device  by  holding  the  rearmost  vertical 
grip.  The  application  of  forward  pressure  forced  the  encased  firearm  to  move  forward  against 
the  cross  pin;  the  weapon  fired,  the  recoiling  energy  pushed  the  encased  firearm  rearward  inside 
the  stock,  the  trigger  reset  and  the  continuous  forward  pressure  of  the  shooter  drove  the  encased 
firearm  back  onto  the  cross  pin  so  that  the  weapon  again  fired.  The  firing  sequence  continued 
until  pressure  was  removed  or  the  ammunition  source  was  exhausted! 


During  the  test  firing,  when  a  magazine  of  five  rounds  was  inserted,  the  device  fired  all  five 
rounds  automatically  without  manual  reloading  by  a  single  function  of  the  trigger.  Additionally, 
after  loading  a  second  magazine  with  two  rounds,  the  device  fired  automatically  when  the  device 
was  simply  tilted  forward  at  an  angle.

manual  reloading  by  a  single  function  of  the  triggering  mechanism. 

A  noted  difference  between  this  submission  and  your  previously  submitted  ALM  Stock,  which 
was  not  classified  as  a  “firearm,”  is  the  length  of  the  area  shrouding  the  trigger  and  the  addition 
of  a  cross  pin  designed  to  engage  an  encased  firearm’s  trigger.  Thus  configured,  the  ASFS  Stock 
is  designed  to  convert  the  recoiling  forces  generated  from  the  action  of  an  explosive  to  maintain 
a  sequence  of  events  which  will  continue  automatically  until  the  trigger  is  no  longer  activated  or 
the  ammunition  is  depleted. 

As  you  know  the  National  Firearms  Act  (NFA),  26  U.S.C.  §  5845(a)(6),  defines  the  term 
“firearm”  to  include  ...a  machinegun...  .  Further,  §  5845(b)  defines  a  “machinegun”  in  part  as: 
...any  part  designed  and  intended  solely  and  exclusively,  or  combination  of parts  designed  and 
intended,  for  use  in  converting  a  weapon  into  a  machinegun....  Since  the  Historic  Arms,  ASFS 
stock  was  found  to  convert  a  semiautomatic  firearm  to  fire  automatically,  more  than  one  shot 
without  manual  reloading  by  the  single  function  of  the  trigger,  we  determined  the  ASFS  stock  to 
be  a  “machinegun”  as  defined. 

Because  your  sample  is  a  “machinegun”  as  defined  in  the  NFA  and  you  are  a  licensed  special 
occupational  tax-payer,  you  have  by  close  of  business  the  next  business  day  following  receipt  of 
this  letter  to  register  your  device.  As  soon  as  FTB  has  received  verification  that  the  submitted 
ASFS  stock  is  registered,  we  will  return  it  to  you.  Since  the  device  is  not  yet  serialized,  you 
must  immediately  upon  its  return  apply  the  assigned  serial  number  clearly  and  conspicuously  and 
in  accordance  with  the  size  and  depth  requirements  found  in  27  CFR  479. 102.  To  preclude  the 
susceptibility  to  obliteration,  alteration,  or  removal,  we  recommend  you  apply  the  serial  number 
markings  to  an  externally  visible  portion  of  the  largest  single  component  of  the  device. 

To  facilitate  return  of  your  submission  after  registration  is  complete,  please  provide  FTB  with  a 
prepaid  shipping  label  from  FedEx,  UPS,  or  other  such  appropriate  carrier.

They  are  approved  as  advertised  as  long  as  an  individual  doesn't  perform  additional  modifications  to  the 
firearm.  This  particular  device  was  briefed  at  one  of  the  monthly  meeting.  My  thoughts  after  listening  to  the 
shots  being  fired  is  that  the  weapon  was  a  modified  semiautomatic  AR  type  firearms.  There  are  several  ways 
an  AR  can  be  modified,  one  being  by  using  a  drop-in  auto  sear,  Lighting  link,  or  Swift  link;  another  is  by  drilling 
the  auto  sear  pin  hole  and  installing  a  flipper  type  auto  sear  as  used  in  military  and  LE  machineguns;  a  third 
could  be  a  bump  stock  type  conversion  that  is  currently  legal.

Your  letter  advises  that  the 
stock  (referenced  in  this  reply  as  a  “bump-stock”)  is  intended  to  assist  persons  whose  hands  have 
limited  mobility  to  “bump-fire”  an  AR-1 5  type  rifle.  Your  submission  includes  the  following;  a 
block  to  replace  the  pistol  grip  while  providing  retention  for  the  selector  stop  spring;  a  hollow 
shoulder  stock  intended  to  be  installed  over  the  rear  of  an  AR-1 5  fitting  with  a  sliding-stock  type 
buffer-tube  assembly;  and  a  set  of  assembly  instructions. 

The  FTB  evaluation  confirmed  that  the  submitted  stock  (see  enclosed  photos)  does  attach  to  the 
rear  of  an  AR-1 5  type  rifle  which  has  been  fitted  with  a  sliding  shoulder-stock  type  buffer-tube 
assembly.  The  stock  has  no  automatically  functioning  mechanical  parts  or  springs  and  performs 
no  automatic  mechanical  function  when  installed.  In  order  to  use  the  installed  device,  the 
shooter  must  apply  constant  forward  pressure  with  the  non-shooting  hand  and  constant  rearward 
pressure  with  the  shooting  hand,  Accordingly,  we  find  that  the  “bump-stock”  is  a  firearm  part 
and  is  not  regulated  as  a  firearm  under  Gun  Control  Act  or  the  National  Firearms  Act.

I  have  attached  a  letter  to  ATF,  pasted  below,  seeking  further  guidance  to  FFLs  on  the 
correct  procedure  if  in  returning  a  firearm  to  a  private  party  seller  the  dealer  gets  a 
“DENIED”  on  the  NICS  check.  While  rare,  it  can  and  does  happen.

Dear  Acting  Director  Brandon: 

The  National  Shooting  Sports  Foundation  is  the  trade  association  for  the  firearms  industry.  Our 
approximately  12,000  members  include  federally  licensed  firearms  retailers  across  the  United 
States.  We  have  reviewed  ATF  Procedure  2017-1,  dated  July  28,  2017,  regarding 
Recordkeeping  and  Background  Check  Procedure  for  Facilitation  of  Private  Party 
Firearms  Transfers.  This  new  procedure  addresses  the  updated  Firearms  Transaction  Record, 
ATF  Form  4473  (Form  4473),  that  went  into  effect  January  16,  2017,  and  supersedes  ATF 
Procedure  2013-1,  dated  March  15,  2013.  which  provided  guidance  for  licensees  who  facilitate 
private  party  firearms  transfers.  We  welcome  and  appreciate  the  new  guidance  and  procedure 
for  licensees  that  decide  to  facilitate  private  party  transfers  of  firearms  set  forth  in  ATF 
Procedure  2017-1. 

However,  neither  ATF  2013-1  nor  ATF  Procedure  2017-1  provide  full  and  complete  guidance 
and  instruction  to  licensees  facilitating  a  private  party  transfer.  We  request  that  ATF  amend  ATF 
2017-1  to  address  the  missing  information.  Namely,  what  is  the  correct  procedure  a  licensee  is  to 
follow  in  the  event  that  they  are  legally  unable  to  transfer  the  firearm  back  to  the  private  party 
seller? 

ATF  2017-1  makes  it  clear  that  a  licensee  is  not  obligated  to  take  exclusive  possession  of  the 
firearm  being  sold  by  a  private  party  to  a  private  party  buyer  and  would  not  be  required  to  enter 
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the  firearm  as  an  acquisition  in  his  A&D  records,  where  the  NICS  transaction  on  the  prospective 
buyer  is  immediately  denied  or  delayed,  if  the  FFL  had  not  taken  exclusive  possession  of  the 
firearm.  In  the  case  of  a  delayed  NICS  check  the  seller  has  the  option  of  leaving  the  store  with  the 
firearm.  However,  2017-1  does  set  forth  the  procedure  to  be  followed  when  the  licensee  does 
take  exclusive  possession  of  the  subject  firearm,  e.g.  the  NICS  check  on  the  prospective  private 
party  buyer  is  delayed  and  the  private  party  seller  has  chosen  to  allow  the  consenting  FFL  to 
retain  the  firearm  pending  NICS  approval.  If  the  NICS  check  is  later  denied  or  the  sale  the  does 
not  occur,  the  FFL  and  the  private  party  seller  must  complete  a  Form  4473  prior  to  returning  the 
firearm  to  the  private  party  seller.  The  licensee  must  also  conduct  a  NICS  background  check  on 
the  private  party  seller  and  receive  a  ‘‘proceed"  response,  or  no  response  after  three  business  days 
(or  appropriate  State  waiting  period),  prior  to  returning  the  firearm  to  the  private  party  seller. 

We  request  that  ATF  amend  and  modify  2017-1  to  provide  licensees  who  facilitate  private  party 
firearms  transfers  with  the  correct  procedure  to  follow  in  the  event  he  receives  a  “denied" 
response  from  NICS  on  the  background  on  the  private  party  seller.

DOJ  Won't  Charge  Officers  In  Freddie  Gray  Case. 

The  Baltimore  Sun  (9/12,  Rector)  reports  the  Justice  Department  issued  a  statement  Tuesday  that  it 
will  not  bring  charges  against  Baltimore  police  officers  "in  connection  with  the  death  of  25-year-old 
Freddie  Gray  from  injuries  sustained  in  police  custody  in  2015."  The  statement  said  the  department 
reached  its  decision  after  "an  extensive  review  of  this  tragic  event,  conducted  by  career  prosecutors 
and  investigators." 

The  AP  (9/12,  Linderman)  reports  that  "the  officers  were  charged  by  state  prosecutors  after 
Gray's  neck  was  broken  in  the  back  of  a  police  van  in  April  2015."  Gray,  25,  "was  handcuffed  and 
shackled,  but  he  was  unrestrained  by  a  seat  belt."  The  Justice  Department  "said  in  a  statement  that 
while  Gray's  death  was  'undeniably  tragic,'  federal  prosecutors  did  not  find  enough  evidence  to  prove 
the  officers  willfully  violated  his  civil  rights,  a  high  legal  threshold."  According  to  the  AP,  "the  decisior 
not  to  bring  federal  charges  against  the  officers  means  none  of  them  will  be  held  criminally 
responsible  for  Gray's  death."  Three  officers  were  acquitted  in  state  court,  and  Baltimore  State's 
Attorney  Marilyn  Mosby  later  dropped  the  remaining  state  charges. 

The  Washington  Post  (9/12,  Zapotosky,  Alexander,  Hermann)  reports  that  the  Justice 
Department  said  in  a  statement,  "It  is  not  enough  to  show  that  the  officer  made  a  mistake,  acted 
negligently,  acted  by  accident,  or  even  exercised  bad  judgment.  Although  Gray's  death  is  undeniably 
tragic,  the  evidence  in  this  case  is  insufficient  to  meet  these  substantial  evidentiary  requirements." 
The  Post  calls  the  announcement  "not  particularly  surprising,"  as  "after  a  mistrial  and  three 
acquittals,"  Mosby  "had  announced  she  was  ending  local  authorities'  effort  to  prosecute  the  officers, 
because  winning  a  conviction  had  proven  too  difficult." 

The  New  York  Times  (9/12,  Ruiz,  Subscription  Publication)  reports  that  the  announcement 
brings  to  a  close  "the  criminal  civil  rights  investigation  into  Mr.  Gray's  death,  which  prompted  unrest 
in  Baltimore,  a  predominantly  black  city,  and  a  federal  examination  of  its  police  department's 
practices.  'At  no  time  did  we  ever  believe  that  there  was  evidence  that  any  of  the  officers  violated 
anyone's  civil  rights  or  were  guilty  of  violating  any  federal  laws,'  Michael  E.  Davey,  a  lawyer  for  the 
Baltimore  Fraternal  Order  of  Police  Lodge  3,  said  in  a  statement  on  Tuesday."  The  Times  adds  that  in 
August,  the  Justice  Department  "issued  a  blistering  report  detailing  misconduct  and  the  use  of 
excessive  force  by  the  city's  Police  Department,  which  is  operating  under  a  consent  decree  -  a  court- 
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enforceable  agreement  to  enact  reforms  -  entered  into  during  the  Obama  administration." 

The  Washington  Times  (9/12,  Noble)  reports  that  "since  Attorney  General  Jeff  Sessions  took 
over  in  January,  the  Justice  Department  has  opted  for  a  less  hands-on  approach  to  dealing  with 
oversight  of  troubled  law  enforcement  agencies."  The  Times  adds  that  "though  federal  and  city 
authorities  had  agreed  to  a  court-stipulated  police  reform  agreement,  known  as  a  consent  decree,  in 
the  waning  days  of  the  Obama  administration,  Mr.  Sessions'  department  tried  to  pull  back  from  that 
agreement,"  but  "a  federal  judge  went  ahead  and  approved  the  consent  decree  anyhow  in  April." 

The  Huffington  Post  (9/12,  Craven)  reports  that  "federal  investigators  concluded  that  the  police 
department's  seat  belt  policy  'afforded  officers  the  discretion  to  refrain  from  seat-belting  detainees  if 
the  officers  believed  there  were  security  risks  involved.'" 

NBC  News  (9/12)  reports  on  its  website  that  the  Baltimore  Police  Department  "declined  to 
comment  on  the  Justice  Department's  decision  not  to  pursue  charges  against  the  officers,"  but  "it  die 
provide  some  information  on  the  officers  themselves:  All  remain  on  the  force,  assigned  to 
administrative  roles,  with  one,  [William]  Porter,  expected  to  return  to  full  duty  soon,"  while  "the 
others  face  administrative  charges."  Reuters  (9/12,  Logan)  and  the  Daily  Beast  (9/12)  also  report. 

CA:  Brown,  Senate  Leader  De  Leon  Reach  Deal  On  Changes  To  "Sanctuary 
State"  Bill. 

The  Hill  (9/12,  Wilson)  offers  continuing  coverage  of  reports  that  lawmakers  have  reached  a  deal 
that  could  pave  the  way  for  California  to  become  a  so-called  "sanctuary  state."  California  Gov.  Jerry 
Brown  and  state  Senate  leader  Kevin  de  Leon  on  Monday  agreed  to  ammendments  to  "bar  state  law 
enforcement  officials  from  enforcing  federal  immigration  law,  either  by  asking  about  someone's 
immigration  status  or  detaining  individuals  based  on  requests  from  the  federal  Immigration  and 
Customs  Enforcement  (ICE)  agency."  According  to  the  Hill,  "The  amendments  would  give  law 
enforcement  agencies  more  discretion  to  notify  federal  immigration  officials  about  convicted 
offenders  in  their  custody  and  to  transfer  those  offenders  to  immigration  authorities.  The  bill  would 
still  allow  federal  immigration  officials  to  interview  those  in  custody,  though  it  will  not  permit  those 
officials  to  maintain  permanent  office  space  in  state  prisons  or  local  jails." 

CA  Police  Chiefs  Drop  Opposition  To  Sanctuary  Measure,  Sheriffs  Stand  Firm.  The 
AP  (9/12,  Cooper,  Spagat)  reports  the  California  Police  Chiefs  Association  has  dropped  its  "opposition 
to  a  weakened  'sanctuary  state'  measure  that  would  restrict  their  interactions  with  immigration 
authorities,  but  sheriffs  remained  opposed  Tuesday  saying  the  measure  would  still  limit  their 
authority  to  work  with  federal  officers  in  jails."  The  AP  says  changes  announced  Monday  means  the 
proposed  bill  would  "allow  local  officers  to  transfer  immigrants  to  federal  authorities  if  they've  been 
convicted  of  one  of  some  800  crimes."  Kings  County  Sheriff  David  Robinson,  a  vocal  critic  of  the  bill, 
told  the  AP,  "We're  passing  laws  to  not  communicate  with  other  governmental  agencies  and  I  just 
struggle  with  that.  I'm  still  adamantly  opposed  to  the  bill.  It  does  nothing  to  protect  immigrants, 
whether  legal  or  illegal.  It  only  protects  criminals." 

Rep.  Duncan  Pushes  For  Gun  Silencer  Provision. 

Politico  (9/12,  Bresnahan)  reports  that  Rep.  Jeff  Duncan  (R-SC)  "is  renewing  his  controversial  push" 
to  ease  restrictions  on  the  purchase  of  gun  silencers  by  including  a  silencer  provision  in  the  House's 
"Sportsmen  Heritage  and  Recreational  Enhancement  Act."  Duncan  "argues  that  silencers  are  used  by 
hunters  and  target  shooters  to  limit  potential  hearing  loss  from  gunfire,"  but  gun  control  groups 
argue  the  provision  "is  opposed  by  many  police  organizations."  Politico  adds  that  there  is  "very  little 
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chance"  Duncan's  bill  would  pass  the  Senate,  given  Democratic  opposition. 

Clause  In  Intel  Bill  May  Let  Authorities  Surveil  US  Persons  Linked  To 
WikiLeaks. 

McClatchv  (9/12)  reports  a  clause  in  the  Intelligence  Authorization  Act  2018  that  was  approved  by 
SSCI  could  be  an  attempt  by  the  panel  "to  give  federal  law  enforcement  a  new  tool  to  go  after  the 
anti-secrecy  group  WikiLeaks  and  its  U.S.  collaborators."  The  clause  says  WikiLeaks  "resembles  a 
non-state  hostile  intelligence  service"  and  that  the  US  government  "should  treat  it  as  such."  Robert 
L.  Deitz,  a  lawyer  who  has  held  senior  legal  posts  at  the  CIA,  NSA,  and  the  Pentagon's  intelligence 
offices,  says  the  language  could  help  investigators  secure  authorization  needed  to  surveil  US  citizens 
thought  to  be  associated  with  WikiLeaks.  He  said,  "You  need  to  show  that  someone  is  an  agent  of  a 
foreign  power."  WikiLeaks  founder  Julian  Assange's  US  lawyer,  Barry  Pollack,  said  he  doesn't  think 
the  FISA  court  should  accept  the  clause  in  any  legal  argument  by  authorities  seeking  surveillance 
approval  on  a  US  citizen.

Berkeley  Police  Now  Allowed  To  Use  Pepper  Spray. 

The  AP  (9/12)  reports  the  Berkeley  City  Council  voted  Tuesday  to  allow  Berkeley  police  to  use 
pepper  spray  to  subdue  violent  protesters  "after  the  City  Council  modified  a  20-year  ban  on  officers' 
ability  to  use  the  weapon."

London  Police  Debut  "Talon"  To  Stop  Car-Ramming  Terror  Attacks. 

Fox  News  (9/12,  Fedschun)  reports  London  Metropolitan  Police  Officers  on  Sunday  unveiled  new 
technology,  dubbed  "Talon,"  that's  aimed  at  thwarting  terror  attacks  using  vehicles  as  weapons. 
According  to  Fox,  "The  specially  designed  net. ..can  stop  a  vehicle  weighing  up  to  17  tons  and  be 
deployed  by  just  two  officers  in  less  than  a  minute,  police  said."  According  to  Chief  Inspector  Nick 
Staley  of  the  Met's  Protective  Security  Operations  Unit,  "This  equipment  undoubtedly  has  the 
potential  to  save  lives  and  is  just  one  of  a  number  of  measures  being  taken  to  provide  protection  to 
crowds  attending  major  events  in  London  and  reassuring  businesses,  workers  and  visitors  as  they  go 
about  their  daily  lives." 

Apple  10th  Anniversary  iPhone  X  Includes  Facial  Recognition  Tech,  Sparking 
Privacy  Concerns. 

The  release  of  Apple's  new  iPhone  X  generated  extensive  reporting,  including  some  outlets 
expressing  concern  about  the  new  device's  impacts  on  users'  privacy  and  security.  Quartz  (9/12, 
Gershgorn)  lays  out  "five  privacy  and  security  concerns  about  Apple's  new  FacelD  facial  recognition," 
which  Apple  "says. ..is  20  times  more  secure  than  TouchID...and  can  be  used  for  unlocking  apps  and 
using  ApplePay."  According  to  Quartz,  the  tech  "raises  a  lot  of  questions,"  such  as  where  Apple  will 
store  user  biometric  data  and  whether  police  will  "be  able  to  use  your  face  to  unlock  your  phone 
without  a  warrant."  According  to  Massachusetts  ACLU  legal  director  Matthew  Segal,  it  remains 
unclear  how  police  may  use  the  feature  in  practice. 

The  Washington  (DC)  Post  (9/12,  Timberg)  also  considers  the  question,  which  has  been  "hotly 
litigated  in  recent  years,  about  what  power  law  enforcement  agencies  have  to  gain  access  to  data  in 
devices."  According  to  the  Post,  "The  Supreme  Court  ruled  in  2014  that  authorities  must  have  a 
search  warrant  to  seize  and  attempt  to  examine  a  smartphone.  It  would  take  a  separate  court  order 
to  require  a  device's  owner  to  unlock  it  for  police,  said  Nate  Cardozo,  a  senior  staff  attorney  at  the 
Electronic  Frontier  Foundation,  a  civil  liberties  group  based  in  San  Francisco."

We  want  to  express  our  appreciation  for  recent  release  of  ATF  F  53 10. 12,  Application  for  Federal 
Firearms  License  and  ATF  F  5310. 12  A,  Part  B  -  Responsible  Person  Questionnaire.  The  creation  of  the 
new  ATF  F  53 10. 12A  allows  those  businesses  that  do  not  need  a  new  Federal  Firearms  License  (FFL),  to 
add  a  responsible  person  to  their  license  by  submitting  just  this  form. 

While  the  new  ATF  F  53 1 0. 1 2A  allows  current  licensed  businesses  to  easily  add  responsible  persons  to 
their  license,  we  believe  there  may  be  room  for  some  enhancement  to  the  instructions.  Both  the  ATF  Fs 
53 1 0. 1 2  and  53 1 0. 1 2A  make  use  of  the  same  set  of  instructions.  However,  these  instructions  require  the 
two  forms  (ATF  F  53 1 0. 1 2  and  ATF  F  53 1 0. 1 2A)  to  be  mailed  to  different  addresses.  In  addition,  some 
instructions  apply  to  only  one  of  the  forms.  For  instance,  instruction  2  directs  the  responsible  person  to 
sign  item  #2 1  of  the  form  and  applies  only  to  ATF  F  53 1 0. 1 2.  ATF  F  53 1 0. 1 2  A  contains  no  such 
signature  requirement  in  item  #21 . 

We  believe  it  would  be  less  confusing  to  industry,  if  the  instruction  page  was  divided  into  two  parts,  one 
part  labeled  “Instructions  for  ATF  5310. 12”  and  a  second  part  labeled  “Instructions  for  ATF  53 1 0. 1 2 A.” 
We  suggest  that  the  instructions  currently  attached  to  both  the  ATF  Fs  53 1 0. 1 2  and  53 1 0. 1 2A  be  revised, 
either  prior  to  the  next  printing  or  when  the  forms  approach  their  OMB  expiration  and  are  eligible  for 
renewal.  Your  consideration  is  appreciated.

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1.  Trump  backs  the  NRA’s  favorite  in  a  special  election  where 
contenders  are  avidly  vying  for  the  gun  vote 

Following  the  NRA’s  lead,  President  Trump  has  endorsed  Luther  Strange  in  the 
Republican  primary  to  fill  the  Alabama  Senate  seat  vacated  by  Jeff  Sessions.  [Twitter] 

Despite  the  high-profile  support,  Strange  is  far  from  a  lock.  A  recent  poll  puts  him  eight 
points  behind  former  Alabama  Supreme  Court  Justice  Roy  Moore,  who  leads  the  pack 
with  30  percent  of  likely  Republican  primary  voters.  [JVC  Anaivtics] 

Moore  has  the  endorsement  of  rival  firearms  organization  Gun  Owners  of  America, 
which  likes  to  jab  the  NRA  by  calling  itself  the  “only  no-compromise”  gun  lobby. 

A  third  candidate  in  the  race  is  also  jockeying  hard  for  the  gun  vote.  Representative  Mo 
Brooks,  who  witnessed  the  congressional  baseball  practice  shooting  in  June,  has 
released  a  campaign  ad  that  opens  with  audio  of  the  shots  being  fired.  After  that 
dramatic  intro,  he  vehemently  reasserts  his  opposition  to  gun  restrictions.  [YouTube] 

The  same  survey  cited  above  shows  Brooks  running  in  third  place. 


2.  ATF  numbers  show  the  Bureau  tracing  fewer  guns  in  Mexico  and 
Central  America 

Fresh  data  shows  that  the  portion  of  guns  recovered  at  crime  scenes  in  Mexico  and 
Central  America  and  traced  by  the  ATF  stayed  steady  from  2015  to  2016.  In  both  years, 
approximately  70  percent  of  weapons  recovered  and  traced  in  Mexico  came  from  the 
U.S.,  along  with  about  48  percent  of  the  weapons  recovered  and  traced  in  the  crime- 
ridden  nation  of  El  Salvador. 

But  in  raw  numbers,  the  Bureau  examined  fewer  weapons,  tracing  13,452  crime 
guns  from  Mexico,  or  more  than  4,000  fewer  than  it  did  in  2015.  [ATF] 

Ditto  for  Central  America:  in  El  Salvador,  home  to  the  MS-13  gang  that  President  Trump 
and  Jeff  Sessions  have  painted  as  one  of  the  gravest  threats  in  the  hemisphere,  the 
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ATF  traced  2,718  guns  last  year,  a  one-third  decline  from  2015.  [A  '  f-j 


The  decline  in  total  traces  raises  more  questions  than  they  answer.  It’s  not  at  all  clear 
that  it  means  the  southern  flow  of  illicit  guns  has  slowed. 

A  2016  GAO  study  showed  that  attempts  to  tamp  down  cross-border  gun  trafficking 
are  sensitive  to  political  and  logistical  dynamics.  For  instance,  when  Enrique  Pena 
Nieto  became  president  of  Mexico  in  year  2012,  he  vowed  to  rethink  his  country’s  law 
enforcement  partnerships  with  the  U.S.,  and  the  number  of  weapons  traced  by  ATF 
temporarily  cratered.  fGAO] 

I've  reached  out  to  the  ATF,  the  Mexican  Embassy,  and  gun  trafficking  experts  for 
insights  on  what  accounts  for  the  dip  in  traces,  and  will  share  what  I  learn.

The  Trump  administration’s  condemnation  of  police  reform  activism  has  extended  to 
a  presidential  call  for  officers  to  “rough  up”  suspects.

In  an  illegal  gun  case  out  of  DC,  the  Trump  team’s  law-and-order  agenda  collided  in  a 
small  way  with  BLM’s  campaign  of  law  enforcement  accountability.  The  outcome  was  a 
reminder  that  officers’  conduct  matters  a  lot  to  judges. 


Earlier  this  year,  a  group  of  Black  Lives  Matter  affiliated  lawyers  filed  a  complaint  with 
the  Metropolitan  Police  over  aggressive  and  arguably  racist  t-shirts  created  by  one 
of  the  department’s  squads.  The  shirts  featured  an  image  of  the  Grim  Reaper,  a  line

A  former  prosecutor  says  he  expects 
other  defense  attorneys  to  raise  the  t-shirt  issue  in  challenging  charges  brought  by  the 
unit. 


4.  How  gun  reform  activists  got  a  firearms  dealer  to  quit  the  gun 
business 

Until  this  week,  Gerald  Tanso  ran  the  Lock  N  Load  gun  store  in  Oldsmar,  Florida.  His 

store  had  sold  at  least  two  murder  weapons. 

As  part  of  a  settlement  in  a  lawsuit  brought  by  the  Brady  Campaign  to  Prevent  Gun 
Violence,  Tanso  agreed  to  sell  the  store  and  quit  the  gun  business  for  good.  He 

also  publicly  advised  his  fellow  gun  dealers  to  implement  a  handful  of  basic  security 
precautions.  {Washington  Postl 

The  outcome  is  a  rare  legal  victory  for  gun  violence  prevention  activists  over  a  firearms 
business  selling  guns  that  were  later  used  by  customers  to  commit  crimes. 

The  2005  Protection  of  Lawful  Commerce  in  Arms  Act  (PLCAA)  bars  lawsuits  against 
gun  businesses  based  on  the  conduct  of  third  parties  -  which  includes  their 
customers. 

For  the  most  part,  the  law  has  worked  as  the  gun  lobby  has  intended.  The  Brady 
Campaign,  for  instance,  suffered  a  bruising  defeat  in  court  when  it  tried  to  sue  Lucky 
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Gunner,  the  online  store  that  sold  thousands  of  rounds  of  ammunition  to  the  perpetrator 
of  the  Aurora,  Colorado,  movie  theater  shooting. 

The  Florida  settlement  is  all  the  more  striking  because  the  ATF  didn’t  sanction  Tanso 
or  his  store,  and  no  one  else  besides  the  shooters  —  not  even  the  straw  purchaser 
who  supplied  the  mentally  ill  man  with  his  shotgun  —  has  been  charged  with  a  crime.

PERF  is  looking  for  compelling  stories  and  arguments  about  Concealed  Carry  laws 


Dear  Deputy  Director  Brandon, 

I'm  writing  to  ask  for  your  help  in  presenting  to  Congress  the  views  of  police  chiefs  about  how  federal 
"concealed  carry"  legislation  could  hurt  public  safety.  As  you  may  know.  Congress  is  considering  the 
Concealed  Carry  Reciprocity  Act  of  2017,  which  would  allow  concealed-carry  permit  holders  from  any 
state  to  legally  carry  firearms  in  any  other  state  that  permits  concealed  carry,  even  if  the  state  they  are 
visiting  has  far  more  rigorous  permitting  requirements. 

This  has  many  concerned  that,  if  this  were  to  pass,  concealed  carry  laws  across  the  country  would  only 
be  as  strong  as  the  weakest  state's  laws. 

The  measure  is  strongly  opposed  by  the  National  Law  Enforcement  Partnership  to  Prevent  Gun 
Violence,  a  coalition  of  groups  that  includes  PERF.  the  Major  Cities  Chiefs  Association,  IACP,  and 
others. 

NYPD  Commissioner  James  O'Neill.  Los  Angeles  Police  Chief  Charlie  Beck,  and  Manhattan  District 
Attorney  Cv  Vance  are  pointing  out  the  harmful  implications  of  national  concealed  carry  for  crime¬ 
fighting  and  preventing  terrorism.  (Click  on  those  three  officials'  names  to  see  more  about  what  they  are 
saying  on  this  issue.) 

PERF  is  working  to  make  a  compelling  case  for  why  this  concealed-carry  reciprocity  bill  would 
put  our  communities  at  risk,  and  we  need  vour  help. 

Here's  an  example  of  what  1  have  in  mind:  In  201 1 ,  Chuck  Ramsey,  who  at  that  time  was  Philadelphia 
Police  Commissioner  and  President  of  PERF,  testified  before  a  House  subcommittee  on  a  bill  that's 
similar  to  the  one  before  Congress  now.  Commissioner  Ramsey  told  Congress  the  real-world  story  of  a 
criminal  offender  whose  concealed  carry  permit  was  revoked  by  Philadelphia  Police  when  he  was 
charged  with  attempted  murder.  Despite  the  murder  charge,  this  man  was  able  to  get  a  new  concealed 
carry  permit  from  Florida,  because  Pennsylvania  had  an  individual  reciprocity  agreement  with  Florida. 

After  this  accused  murderer  got  back  to  Philadelphia,  he  used  his  Florida  permit  to  carry  a  loaded  gun. 
and  he  shot  a  teenager  1 3  times  in  the  chest,  killing  him  in  the  street. 

As  Chuck  Ramsey  pointed  out,  the  federal  reciprocity  bills  being  considered  by  the  U.S.  Congress  would 
nationalize  the  ill-conceived  policies  of  state-by-state  reciprocity,  and  would  make  it  impossible  for  any 
state  to  maintain  its  own  minimum  standards  on  gun  regulations.  This  is  a  "race  to  the  bottom,"  in  which 
the  weakest  state  laws  in  effect  become  national  laws. 

So  I  hope  you  can  help  us  by  telling  your  own  stories  and  your  analysis  of  how'  this  legislation 
would  affect  public  safety  in  your  community. 

We  will  be  grateful  for  your  assistance  in  any  way  you  wish  to  provide  it.  For  example,  we  could 
interview  you  on  the  phone,  type  up  your  remarks,  and  send  them  back  to  you  for  your  editing.  Or  if  you 
prefer,  you  could  write  a  few  sentences  or  paragraphs  about  how  this  legislation  would  affect  public 
safety  and  officer  safety  in  your  community.  If  you  have  a  specific  example  from  your  jurisdiction  that 
would  demonstrate  how  this  bill  would  impact  your  city,  that  would  be  perfect. 
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I  see  an  important  role  for  PERF  in  gathering  information  from  you  and  other  police  chiefs,  and 
presenting  the  information  to  Congress  and  the  news  media. 

We  are  considering  holding  an  event  in  Washington  or  Philadelphia  in  the  late  summer  or  fall,  in  which 
we  would  ask  you  and  other  chiefs  to  make  a  compelling  case  about  why  police  think  this  bill  would  hurt 
the  cities  that  have  strong  safeguards  in  place.  If  we  don't  stop  his  bill,  we  will  see  state  and  local  gun 
safety  standards  nullified  by  Congress.

Each  day  in  the  United  States,  an  average  of  3.5  people  under  the  age  of  1 8  are  shot  to  death  and  another 
15.5  are  treated  in  a  hospital  emergency  department  for  a  gunshot  wound.  Between  2012  and  2014,  an 
average  of  1,287  children  and  adolescents  died  each  year  as  a  result  of  gun  violence,  making  firearms 
second  only  to  motor  vehicle  crashes  as  a  cause  of  injury-related  deaths.

Do  right-to-carry  gun  laws  make  states  safer? 

The  case  for  less  restrictive  gun  laws  generally  boils  down  to  this:  Law-abiding  citizens  have  a  right  to 
protect  themselves  and  their  communities,  full  stop.  The  academic  backing  for  this  argument  can  be 
traced  to  a  1997  study  by  University  of  Chicago  economists  John  Lott  and  David  Mustard.  After 
analyzing  the  impact  of  "right-to-carry"  laws,  the  umbrella  term  for  various  legislation  that  allows 
citizens  to  acquire  a  concealed-carry  gun  permit,  the  authors  concluded  that  these  regulations  were  "the 
most  cost-effective  method  of  reducing  crime  thus  far."  In  the  roughly  two  decades  since,  additional 
academic  studies  have  strongly  suggested  that  the  opposite  is  true:  that  these  laws  lead  to  higher  rates  of 
violent  crime.  The  latesl-and,  at  least  according  to  one  of  its  authors,  most  comprehensive-was  released 
earlier  this  month  by  the  non-partisan  National  Bureau  of  Economic  Research.  1  spoke  with  one  of  the 
lead  authors,  Stanford  Law  School  economist  John  J.  Donohue  lll-who  personally  supports  stricter  gun- 
control  laws-about  the  report  and  its  implications.

Good  afternoon  all  — 

As  you  know,  the  House  OS  Appropriations 
Subcommittee  will  be  marking  up  tomorrow  at  2  pm. 
Their  bill  has  been  posted.  Their  report  has  not  yet 
been  posted,  and  likely  will  not  be  until  closer  to  Full 
Committee  mark  up,  which  has  not  yet  been 
determined.  Here  are  highlights  for  ATF  from  the  bill: 

1) Funding  level  -  ATF's  funding  level  is  $1,293,776,000. 
This  is  $20  million  above  the  President's  budget 
request,  and  $35.2  million  above  the  FY  17  Omnibus 
enacted  level. 

NOTE:  It  is  NOT  typical  of  Congress  to  give  an  agency 
funds  above  the  President's  budget  request  without 
giving  the  agency  direction  on  how  they  want  the 
additional  funds  spent.  Such  direction  is  typically  found 
in  the  report.  We  should  be  prepared  for  specific 
directions  on  how  some  or  all  of  the  $20  m  increase  is 
to  be  spent. 

2) Riders  in  the  ATF  section  of  the  bill 

•  The  rider  prohibiting  ATF  from  investigating  or 
acting  upon  applications  for  relief  from  Federal 
firearms  disabilities  is  IN  the  bill,  (not  made 
permanent) 
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•  The  rider  allowing  ATF  to  investigate  and  act 
upon  applications  filed  by  corporations  for  relief 
from  Federal  firearms  disabilities  is  IN  the  bill 
(not  made  permanent) 

•  The  rider  prohibiting  funds  from  being  used  to 
transfer  the  functions,  missions  or  activities  of 
ATF  to  another  agency  or  department  is  IN  the 
bill  (not  made  permanent) 

3) Riders  included  in  the  General  Provisions  to  the 
Department  of  Justice  section  of  the  bill 

•  Section  215  -  None  of  the  funds  may  be  used 
by  a  Federal  law  enforcement  officer  to 
facilitate  the  transfer  of  an  operable  firearm  to 
an  individual  if  the  Federal  law  enforcement 
officer  knows  or  suspects  that  the  individual  is 
an  agent  of  a  drug  cartel,  unless  law 
enforcement  personnel  of  the  US  continuously 
monitor  or  control  the  firearm  at  all  times 
[known  as  the  F&F  provision]  (proposed  to  be 
made  permanent) 

4) Riders  included  in  the  General  Provisions  to  the  bill 
section 

•  Section  517  -  None  of  the  funds  may  be  used 
to  deny  any  application  for  a  permit  to  import 
US  origin  "curios  or  relics"  firearms,  parts  or 
ammunition  (proposed  to  be  made  permanent) 

•  Section  530  -  None  of  the  funds  may  be  used 
to  deny  or  fail  to  act  on,  an  application  for  the 
importation  of  any  model  of  shotgun  if  legal 
importation  requirements  are  met  and  the 
application  had  been  denied  prior  to  1/1/11  on 
the  basis  that  the  shotgun  was  not  particularly 
suitable  for  or  readily  adaptable  to  sporting

Police  Using  GPS  Technology  To  Catch  "Porch  Pirates." 

CBS  News  (6/12)  reports,  "Some  police  departments  are  trying  new  methods  to  catch  brazen 
criminals  known  as  'porch  pirates'  -  thieves  who  steal  packages  left  on  doorsteps."  Police  are  using 
new  "technology  for  help,  and  doing  their  own  deliveries,  using  bait  packages  with  GPS  trackers 
inside  to  find  and  arrest  thieves."  The  tactics  "have  been  a  success  in  several  cities  across  the 
country,"  including  Southern  California,  where  Arcadia  police  "say  more  than  100  suspected  thieves 
have  taken  the  bait." 

ICE  Assisting  Tennessee  Department  Of  Correction  To  Stop  Contraband  In 
Prisons. 

The  Knoxville  (TN)  News  Sentinel  (6/13,  Gaston)  reports  ICE  is  part  of  a  new  joint  task  force  with 
the  Tennessee  Department  of  Correction  "to  reduce  the  amount  of  contraband  that  flows  into  the 
state's  prisons."  The  effort  includes  "thorough  searches  of  vehicles  and  people  entering  prison 
property  and  more  frequent  searches  of  inmates."  The  News  Sentinel  says  the  partnership  "launched 
its  first  initiative  over  the  weekend,  which  involved  a  search  of  more  than  300  vehicles  and  resulted 
in  the  recovery  of  cellphones  and  drug  paraphernalia."

LEGAL  ISSUES 

Florida  Sheriff  Attempting  To  Arrive  At  Solution  To  Legal  Issues  Behind 
Detainers. 

The  Tamoa  Bay  (FLJ  Times  (6/12,  Mooney)  discusses  the  case  of  Malkhaz  Ambroladze,  a 
Guatemalan  immigrant  held  for  ICE  by  the  Pinellas  County  Sheriff's  Office  "for  five  days  after  he 
posted  bail  in  a  case  that  highlights  an  issue  vexing  sheriffs  and  jail  operators  throughout  the 
country:  When  do  they  have  legal  authority  to  hold  prisoners  for  ICE  once  they're  supposed  to  be 
released  on  local  charges?"  The  Times  says,  "Pinellas  Sheriff  Bob  Gualtieri  is  trying  to  craft  a  solution 
and  has  met  with  ICE  officials  in  Washington,  D.C.,  for  a  series  of  meetings  in  recent  weeks." 
Gualtieri  is  quoted  saying,  "The  vast  majority  of  sheriffs  want  to  cooperate  with  ICE.  ...  We  just  neec 
a  legal  way  to  do  it."  The  Times  adds  that  some  state  and  local  jurisdictions  "prohibit  cooperation 
with  ICE  so  increased  co-operation  is  a  non-starter."  The  NYPD  "currently  complies  with  detainer 
orders  only  in  cases  involving  violent  or  serious  felonies,"  while  California's  TRUST  Act  "prevents  loca 
jails  from  holding  detainees  for  ICE." 

New  York  City  Making  Some  Minor  Offenses  Civil  Instead  Of  Criminal. 

Reuters  (6/12,  Allen)  reports,  "New  York  City  will  release  new  rules  for  police  on  Tuesday  curbing  the 
practice  of  bringing  criminal  charges  against  people  caught  drinking  alcohol  or  urinating  in  public, 
among  other  minor  offenses,  in  a  shift  championed  by  civil  rights  advocates."  Reuters  says  the 
measures  are  designed  to  "keep  tens  of  thousands  of  people  out  of  the  city's  criminal  courts  each 
year,"  and  the  effort  "is  also  intended  to  prevent  some  immigrants  from  being  targeted  by  federal 
agents  for  deportation,  officials  said." 

House  Committee  To  Consider  Bill  Easing  Gun  Silencer  Restrictions. 

Politico  (6/12,  Bresnahan)  reports  a  House  Natural  Resources  subcommittee  will  begin  consideration 
on  Wednesday  of  the  Sportsmen  Heritage  and  Recreational  Enhancement  Act,  which  includes  a 
provision  that  would  make  it  easier  to  buy  gun  silencers.  Rep.  Jeff  Duncan,  who  added  the  silencer 
provision  to  the  SHARE  Act,  long  has  favored  the  policy  and  introduced  a  stand-alone  silencer  bill  in 
January  that  has  broad  support,  including  from  Democrats.  Meanwhile,  the  SHARE  Act  faces  stiff 
opposition  from  many  Senate  Democrats  and  gun-control  groups. 
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New  York  Bill  Would  Make  It  Easier  For  Banks  To  Freeze  Seniors'  Accounts. 

The  AP  (6/12)  reports  that  "a  bill  now  under  consideration  in  the  New  York  Legislature  would  give 
banks  the  ability  to  temporarily  freeze  the  accounts  of  older  adults  when  they  notice  activity 
uncharacteristic  of  spending  habits."  The  AP  says  "the  measure  was  unanimously  approved  by  the 
Senate  in  March  but  has  faced  resistance  in  the  Democratic-led  Assembly  and  hasn't  been  scheduled 
for  a  vote."  According  to  the  AP,  a  committee  of  the  New  York  State  Bar  Association  warned  that  the 
measure  "could  encourage  banks  to  put  needless  transaction  holds  on  the  accounts  of  seniors,  with 
no  consequences  for  mistakenly  delayed  transactions." 

TECHNOLOGY 

Researchers:  Russian  Hackers  Have  Developed  Malware  That  Can  Disrupt 
Power  Grids. 

The  Washington  Post  (6/12,  Nakashima)  reports  that  according  to  new  research  published  Monday, 
"hackers  allied  with  the  Russian  government  have  devised  a  cyberweapon  that  has  the  potential  to 
be  the  most  disruptive  yet  against  electric  systems  that  Americans  depend  on  for  daily  life."  The 
malware,  which  researchers  have  dubbed  CrashOverride,  is  already  known  to  have  disrupted 
Ukraine's  energy  system  in  December.  But  cybersecurity  researchers  with  the  firm  Dragos  warned 
that  "with  modifications,  it  could  be  deployed  against  US  electric  transmission  and  distribution 
systems  to  devastating  effect." 

USA  Today  (6/12,  Weise)  reports  the  malware  is  "capable  of  directly  controlling  electricity 
substation  switches  and  circuit  breakers  and  could  potentially  be  used  to  turn  off  power  distribution 
or  to  physically  damage  equipment  used  in  the  electricity  distribution  grid."  US  power  providers  are 
"properly  alarmed,"  said  Sue  Kelly,  president  and  CEO  of  the  American  Public  Power  Association. 

The  AP  (6/12,  Raphael  Satter  |,  Ap)  reports,  "The  malicious  software  has  the  ability  to 
remotely  sabotage  circuit  breakers,  switches  and  protection  relays,  the  reports  say,  a  nightmare 
scenario  for  those  charged  with  keeping  the  lights  on." 

Reuters  (6/12,  Finkle)  reports,  "News  of  the  discovery  prompted  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Homeland  Security  to  advise  all  critical  infrastructure  operators  to  make  sure  they  were  following 
recommended  security  practices."  DHS  spokesman  Scott  McConnell  is  cited  saying  the  department  is 
working  on  the  issue  and  will  help  companies  identify  vulnerabilities  and  respond  to  suspected 
breaches  as  the  need  arises.  ZDNet  (6/12)  reports  similarly.

Law  Enforcement  Modernizing  Recruitment  To  Attract  More  Officers. 

In  a  1,300  word  analysis,  the  New  York  Times  L>  Ss  (6/12,  Williams)  reports  police  departments  across  the  country  "are 
rethinking  recruitment  standards  once  considered  sacrosanct"  in  order  to  "fill  thousands  of  openings,"  and  to  "become  as 
diverse  as  the  communities  they  serve."  St.  Paul  Police  Department  senior  commander  John  Lozoya  said,  "In  the  past, 
recruitment  has  been  based  on  a  1950s  model:  six  feet  tall,  right  out  of  the  military. ...  But  as  we've  evolved  as  a  society,  we 
realize  we're  not  like  that.  We  had  to  look  at  our  hiring  practices.  We  had  to  adapt."  The  Times  explains  that  the  "process  of 
becoming  a  police  officer  is  still  onerous,"  and  "can  take  more  than  a  year,  and  generally  includes  interviews,  written  and 
oral  exams,  physical  and  psychological  examinations,  a  fitness  test,  a  polygraph  exam,  drug  testing,  credit  checks  and  an 
extensive  background  investigation."  The  Times  says  some  departments  are  easing  restrictions  on  prior  drug  use  by 
candidates,  or  getting  rid  of  required  college  credits  to  apply,  while  other  changes  deal  with  physical  appearance,  such  as 
having  facial  hair. 

Kansas  City  Police  Plan  DUI  Checkpoints  Despite  Lack  Of  Funding. 

The  Kansas  City  (MO)  Star .  •  I  .  (6/12)  reports,  "Beginning  next  month,  66  Missouri  law  enforcement  agencies,  including  the 
Kansas  City  Police  Department,  will  lose  funding  for  sobriety  checkpoints."  A  recently  passed  bill  "shifts  more  than  $19 
million  in  federal  funds  away  from  checkpoints  to  saturation  patrols."  Kansas  City  Police  Department  Sgt.  Chris  Bentch,  who 
supervises  the  DUI  section,  said  the  fear  of  checkpoints  acts  as  a  deterrent  for  impaired  drivers.  Bentch  "monitors  the  public 
Facebook  page  KC  DUI  Checkpoints  and  witnesses  the  frenzy  of  checkpoint  posts."  He  "said  the  Kansas  City  department  will 
do  four  checkpoints  this  year  without  the  state  funding,  the  first  on  June  30."  Bentch  also  "said  there's  no  way  saturation 
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patrols  could  round  up  as  many  drunken  drivers  as  skilled  officers  in  a  checkpoint.” 

Police  Using  GPS  Technology  To  Catch  "Porch  Pirates." 

CBS  News  (6/12)  reports,  "Some  police  departments  are  trying  new  methods  to  catch  brazen  criminals  known  as 
'porch  pirates'  -  thieves  who  steal  packages  left  on  doorsteps."  Police  are  using  new  "technology  for  help,  and  doing  their 
own  deliveries,  using  bait  packages  with  GPS  trackers  inside  to  find  and  arrest  thieves."  The  tactics  "have  been  a  success  in 
several  cities  across  the  country,"  including  Southern  California,  where  Arcadia  police  "say  more  than  100  suspected  thieves 
have  taken  the  bait." 

Florida  Sheriff  Attempting  To  Arrive  At  Solution  To  Legal  Issues  Behind  Detainers. 

The  Tampa  Bay  (FL)  Times  11' .  (6/12,  Mooney)  discusses  the  case  of  Malkhaz  Ambroladze,  a  Guatemalan  immigrant  held 
for  ICE  by  the  Pinellas  County  Sheriff's  Office  "for  five  days  after  he  posted  bail  in  a  case  that  highlights  an  issue  vexing 
sheriffs  and  jail  operators  throughout  the  country:  When  do  they  have  legal  authority  to  hold  prisoners  for  ICE  once  they're 
supposed  to  be  released  on  local  charges?"  The  Times  says,  "Pinellas  Sheriff  Bob  Gualtieri  is  trying  to  craft  a  solution  and  has 
met  with  ICE  officials  in  Washington,  D.C.,  for  a  series  of  meetings  in  recent  weeks."  Gualtieri  is  quoted  saying,  "The  vast 
majority  of  sheriffs  want  to  cooperate  with  ICE. ...  We  just  need  a  legal  way  to  do  it."  The  Times  adds  that  some  state  and 
local  jurisdictions  "prohibit  cooperation  with  ICE  so  increased  co-operation  is  a  non-starter."  The  NYPD  "currently  complies 
with  detainer  orders  only  in  cases  involving  violent  or  serious  felonies,"  while  California's  TRUST  Act  "prevents  local  jails 
from  holding  detainees  for  ICE." 

CRIME  &  DRUGS 

New  York  City  Making  Some  Minor  Offenses  Civil  Instead  Of  Criminal. 

Reuters  L  '1  (6/12,  Allen)  reports,  "New  York  City  will  release  new  rules  for  police  on  Tuesday  curbing  the  practice  of 

bringing  criminal  charges  against  people  caught  drinking  alcohol  or  urinating  in  public,  among  other  minor  offenses,  in  a  shif 
championed  by  civil  rights  advocates."  Reuters  says  the  measures  are  designed  to  "keep  tens  of  thousands  of  people  out  of 
the  city's  criminal  courts  each  year,"  and  the  effort  "is  also  intended  to  prevent  some  immigrants  from  being  targeted  by 
federal  agents  for  deportation,  officials  said." 

Thai  Police  Seize  More  Than  One  Million  Methamphetamine  Tablets. 

The  AP.-'  I ' .  (6/12)  reports  Thailand's  Narcotic  Suppression  Bureau  "said  Monday  they  have  seized  more  than  1  million 
methamphetamine  tablets  this  month,  as  trade  in  the  illicit  drug  shows  little  sign  of  abating."  The  Bureau  "displayed  1.21 
million  methamphetamine  tablets  and  17  kilograms  (37.4  pounds)  of  crystal  methamphetamine  it  seized  as  it  made  arrests 
in  four  separate  cases."

Some  First  Responders  Dealing  With  PTSD  One  Year  After  Pulse  Nightclub  Mass  Shooting. 

NPR  El  (6/12)  reports  that  some  first  responders  who  handled  casualties  at  last  year's  Pulse  Nightclub  mass  shooting  in 
Orlando,  FL  are  now  dealing  with  post-traumatic  stress  disorder.  While  only  a  few  have  come  forward  to  discuss  their  PTSD 
diagnoses,  such  as  police  officer  Gerry  Realin  who  has  been  unable  to  work  since  the  mass  shooting,  many  others  have  not 
wanted  to  "come  forward  because  they  don't  want  to  be  seen  as  weak  or  unfit  for  duty."

ISIS  Calls  For  Global  Attacks  During  Ramadan. 

Reuters  EI/jJ  (6/12)  reports  the  official  spokesman  for  ISIS,  Abi  al-Hassan  al-Muhajer,  purportedly  distributed  an  audio 
message  on  Monday  in  which  he  called  for  followers  to  launch  attacks  "in  Europe,  America,  Russia,  Australia,  Iraq,  Syria, 

Iran,  and  the  Philippines"  during  the  holy  month  of  Ramadan.  Reuters  notes  the  authenticity  of  the  audio  clip  "could  not  be 
independently  verified,  but  the  voice  was  the  same  as  a  previous  audio  message  purported  to  be  from  the  spokesman."

House  Committee  To  Consider  Bill  Easing  Gun  Silencer  Restrictions. 

Politico  H£I  .  (6/12,  Bresnahan)  reports  a  House  Natural  Resources  subcommittee  will  begin  consideration  on  Wednesday  o 
the  Sportsmen  Heritage  and  Recreational  Enhancement  Act,  which  includes  a  provision  that  would  make  it  easier  to  buy  gun 
silencers.  Rep.  Jeff  Duncan,  who  added  the  silencer  provision  to  the  SHARE  Act,  long  has  favored  the  policy  and  introduced  a 
stand-alone  silencer  bill  in  January  that  has  broad  support,  including  from  Democrats.  Meanwhile,  the  SHARE  Act  faces  stiff 
opposition  from  many  Senate  Democrats  and  gun-control  groups.
